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CANDLEWICKS AND CANDLESTICKS 


By FRANK FARRINGTON 


Candlesticks are among the earliest 
of obtainable antiques, just as they 
are among the still earlier unobtain- 
able articles of use. Begin with Moses, 
if you don’t want to go back further. 
The Lord told Moses, “And thou shalt 
make a candlestick of pure gold, of 
beaten work shall the candlestick 
be made,” and the details of it were 
given (Exodus xxv, 31-37. This won- 
derful candlestick stood about 5 feet 
high, with a spread of about 3% feet 
and it had a value approximating 
$2,500. 


In both Old and New Testaments 
people are shown to have been fami- 
liar with and accustomed to the use 
of candles. In The Sermon on the 
Mount, Matthew v,15; “Neither do 
men light a candle and put it under 
a bushel, but on a candlestick.” From 
the earliest recorded times candles 
were suitably mounted on candle- 
sticks. 


In early churches candles were held 
in place by fastening them on a can- 
dle- beam, which was a horizontal bar 
or beam, having sharp points project- 
ing upward upon which the candles 
were securely set. Around each was 
a saucer of some kind to catch the 
drippings. Such candle-beams were 
placed over or near the altar, or else- 
where, as perhaps where the rood- 
screen was located in richer churches. 

The importance of candles in 
church ritual is practice that has come 
down through the centuries relatively 
unchanged. Introduced into churches 
originally to provide light, they 
came to be used symbolically with 
attention given to the number and 
position of the candles and to the time 
of their lighting. 

The candles in the Roman Catholic 
churches are conseérated on February 
2 which has become Candlemas Day, 
a day on which an ecclesiastical fest- 
ival honors the Presentation of Christ 
in the Temple. 

The early candles were made by 
forming tallow, spermaceti, or other 
fatty material on a wick which might 
be made of cotton or linen threads 
loosely woven. Some were the so call- 
ed rush-lights, made with the pith of 
a rush for the center. The first candles 
were very poor light producers and 
not to be compared with the type of 
candle considered the unit of candle- 
power, which is a spermaceti candle, 
burning at the rate of 120 grains of 
spermaceti per hour. 

The tallow-dips were the least de- 
sirable of the old candles. They were 
made by dipping the wick into melt- 
ed tallow, cooling after each dip until 
a sizable candle was built up. Later 
there were candle molds-tin tubes 
of candle length, the lower end point- 
ed, the top open. These were set up in 
sixes, twelves, twenty-fours. These 
old sets of candle molds are today 
sold in antique shops, sometimes to 


be used by people interested in mak- 
ing their own candles, sometimes 
merely as part of the decorations in a 
room in the early colonial manner. 
Among the candles made today by 
handicraft workers are those of bay- 
berry wax, melted from the outside 
of bayberries, producing candles that 
burn with a certain mild fragrance. 


Most of today’s candles, however, 
are of paraffin and since it melts ata 
low temperature, in a warm room such 
candles will soften enough to bend 
and finally droop over. 


As a candle burns, the ‘wick chars, 
and snuffers or wick-trimmers are 
used to keep the end in burnable 
condition. Candle snuffers are made of 
steel, of brass, of silver plated copper, 
and they operate like a pair of scis- 
sors, having a little, box-like enclo- 
sure that takes up the charred wick 
as trimmed off. These snuffers are 
often accompanied by a small, oblong 
tray to match and the sets of these 
are much in demand and, in Sheffield 
plate, are very attractive. Antiques 
dealers cannot get enough of them 
because of their scarity. They are 
used mainly as bric-a-brac. 

It is the candlestick that is the im- 
portant and most desired appurten- 
tance of candle lighting. This may be 
a tall, highly ornate fixture of silver 
or plate. It may be an equally showy 
fixture of brass. It may be of Sand- 
wich of other early glass, clear or 
colored. One much sought design is 
that of the blue dolphin with opales- 
cent top and base (incidentally, re- 
produced by modern glass houses). 
There is almost unlimited variety in 
old glass candlesticks and almost un- 
limited price range—but very limited 
supply. 

Next to glass, brass is the material 
most in use, and handsome pairs of 
brass candlesticks, perfect and com- 
plete, with the little device for shov- 
ing the candle up in the socket as it 
burns down, bring good prices. The 
so called cottage candlesticks, of 
brass, with saucers 4% to 7 inches in 
diameter, with ring handles set in the 
edge and the tubular upright candle 
holder, are wanted by everyone, For- 
merly selling for one or two dollars, 
today, if perfect, they bring five to 
seven dollars. Some of the better ones 


. have large rectangular grooved sau- 


cers and some have large, heavy 
round ones. The larger they are, the 
more desirable. Even those in japan- 
ned tin are in demand. 


You have heard the phrase, “By 
bell, book and candle.” This was ori- 
ginally used in connection with the 
solemn church excommunication. The 
excommunicating ritual was read and 
the book closed. The assistants then 
cast to the ground the lighted candles 
which went out and the bells ‘were 
rung haphazardly. The one accused 
was thus excommunicated by bell, 
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book and candle. Some candlesticks 
have been made with bells attached, 
significant of the ecclesiastical pro- 
cedure. 

In early days in England there were 
candles called “bed-candles,” made of 
a size that would burn half an hour 
and no more, requiring no snuffing. 
Upon going to bed one could leave the 
“bed-candle” burning with the know- 
ledge that it would soon go out auto- 
matically. A writer of the period 
suggests that sending girls to bed 
with only one candle and that a “bed- 
candle,” would eliminate late reading 
of trashy novels about ““The Doomed 
Dove of the Dell” or “Beulah Belinda, 
the Beautiful Bride of the Butcher.” 


Candles have a great present pop- 
ularity because of their picturesque 
effect in dressing up the home for a 
party or in holiday festivities in 
church, home, hotel, restaurant. The 
candles will always be modern but 
old candlesticks are chosen when ob- 
tainable because they “belong” with 
the candles. There is a festival air en- 
hanced by the use of candles. Their 
popularity increases. It is to be hoped 
that the candles themselves will be 
improved.

Any han- 
dy person can, with a few nails and 
boards make a small box-like addi- 
tion to the back of the frame, insert 
two or three shelves, depending upon 
the size of the frame and the objects 
to be displayed, and there you have a 
fine little housing cabinet. If you 
‘want to go a little further and conceal 
a tiny electric light bulb in the frame, 
you can light up the pieces to advant- 
age. Lining the inside of this type of 
cabinet with plush, velvet, or some 
other suitable material always lends 
an additional artistic touch. 

Mrs. Sasscier displayed some of 
her small oldtime Christmas orna- 
ments thus to good advantage, and 
the idea might be applied to speci- 
mens associated with the Easter, or 
other seasons for that matter.

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LAST OF THE CIGARETTE CARD GIRLS

CIGARETTE card collectors will 
be interested to know there is still an 
actress living who posed for the cig- 
arette cards of the 80’s and 90’s. First 
of the cigarette cards, according to 
authentic tradition, were published in 
the 70’s. They were in their heydey 
in the 80’s when the best were pro- 


duced, and in the 90’s began to die 
out. 


The last of the cigarette card girls 
is Mrs. Henry A. Diamant of New 
York City. Mrs. Diamant was a stage 
actress under the name of Freddie 
Huke. Whether this was her stage 
name or real name is not known, She 
has been known to collectors for many 
years as Mrs, Henry A. Diamant, 
widow of the prominent coin and 
stamp dealer of St. Louis, Mo. The 
cigarette cards were really posed for 
a play in which she appeared at the 
time, entitled “For a Million.” The 
Sweet Caporal cigarette people used 
these actresses’ pictures without re- 
muneration as the actresses thought 
it was good publicity. At this time 
she was eighteen years old and one 
of the youngest stars on the stage. 


Later she spent a couple of years 
in London appearing in vaudeville and 
drama. At that time pictures were 
made of her acting in the melodrama 
entitled “The Fire Patrol.” Several 
poses were lithographed in colors and 
sold in London for 10c each. These, 
the collectors bought outside the thea- 
ive and accrued to the benefit of the 
actress. Mrs. Diamant said a while 
back that she would pay from $10 to 
$25 to get any of these poses of that

AMATO 
on Homochord & Phonotype 
RECORDS 


Last summer, while copying the con- 
tents of a Phonotype catalog for fu- 
ture publication in this magazine, I 
noticed that eight of the ten titles 
listed under the name of Pasquale 
Amato, the illustrious baritone who 
died in 1942, were the same as those 
found by Wilfrid Graham in a 1929 
Homochord catalog. (See Hossies for 
February, 1943). It occurred to me, 
naturally, that they might be not 
only the same titles but the same re- 
cordings as well. Such a relation- 
ship between Homochord, a German 
company, and the mysterious Phono- 
type company of Naples would, I 
thought, be altogether typical of the 
record industry, and therefore I wrote 
to my invaluable Dutch correspond- 
ent, Leo Riemens, for confirmation. 


Leo replied that the Homochord re- 
cords were made while Amato was 
giving guest performances in Berlin, 
in 1924. The date is positive because 
Amato autographed and dated each 
master wax. Evidently Leo was not 
familiar with the Phonotypes, but he 
added a bit of information that makes 
me feel certain the Phonotypes are 
Italian editions of the Homochords. 
He pointed out that the HOBBIES 
Homochord list was. incomplete: the 
duets, sung with Mafalda Salvatini, 
Ciel, mio padre and Su dunque, from 
Aida, were missing. They are the 
only two in the nd list that 
were not in our original but incom- 
plete Homochord list, but since they 
were issued by Homochord and since 
the ten titles now tally perfectly, I 
think we can safely assume the re- 
cordings are the same. 

In the following list, the numbers 
preceded by the letter “B” are Homo- 
chord, those preceded by the letter 
“M” are Phonotype:

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These records, which are the Cana- 
dian equivalents of our own Victor 
5000 Series issues, were acquired re- 
cently by E. F. Prescott of San Fran- 
cisco, a well-known collector who has 
supplied us with so much valuable 
information. Numbers 5309, 5011, 
and 5269 were listed and discussed in 
the May and December issues of this 
magazine, back in 1944. While all 
six records may have been intended 
for release in the Victor 5000 series 
in 1903, only the Adams Romeo seems 
to have made the grade, as 5007 
(later 91006). True, according to its 
label, Victor 5018 was this same air 
from Philemon et Baucis, but all 
known copies of 5018 are actually 
Air du Tambour-Major from Le Caid. 
However, Mr. Prescott’s Canadia 
pressing, I must enviously report, i 
the real thing, so a master of this 
London recording did find its way 
across the Atlantic after all. 


The Berliner Gramophone Company 
of Canada, Ltd., which manufactured 
these records, was closely related to 
Emile Berliner’s original company, to 
its successor, The Victor Talking Ma- 
chine Company, and to The Gramo- 
phone & Typewriter Ltd. of England. 
The Canadian company pressed re- 
cords (on brown material) whose 
masters had been recorded originally 
in the United States by Victor or by 
The Gramophone & Typewriter Lts. 
in Europe; aside from these facts, 
collectors on this side of the border 
have much to learn about its activ- 
ities. The Plancon discs in particular, 
rarities of the first water, whet one’s 
desire for further knowledge and full 
listings of all Canadian Berliner’s 
that were pressed from European 
matrices.

Remarkable Coloraturas 


Over in Holland Leo Riemens has 
been catching up on the back numbers 
of HosBiEs that he missed during the 
worst of the war years. The lists of 
Remarkable Coloratura Records in the 
February and May 1948 issues intri- 
gued him so much that he couldn’t 
resist belatedly joining in the fun. 
While we haven’t space to print his 
entire lists, which are not so very dif- 
ferent from our own, it seems worth- 
while to mention a few of his choices 
and comments that reveal the Euro- 
pean slant. For example, Leo was 
surprised that only one American col- 
lector (Leslie Reamy) voted for Her- 
man Jadlowker who, in his younger 
days especially, was considered a very 
zreat male of colorature. His trill 
was phenomenal. Leo ‘recommends 
either the Odeon or Polydor recording 
of the aria from The Barber of Seville 
as an outstanding example of Jadlow- 
ker’s skill in florid music. Perhaps if 
more American collectors had been 
familiar with Jadlowker’s colorature 
recordings, they would have given him 
more votes. I myself have never had 
the good fortune to hear a Jadlowker 
record that displayed this side of his 
art. Another coloratura choice of 
Leo’s is Hermine Bosetti’s Ariadne 
auf Naxos, an Odeon sung in the orig- 
inal version, half a tone higher and far 
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more complex than the revised ver- 
sion used today. Technically, he says, 
it is even more remarkable than the 
HMW Ivogun, though Bosetti lacks 
the charm which makes Ivogun’s re- 
cords so endearing. As a “surprise 
ending,” Leo offers Come scoglio from 
Cosi Fan Tutte sung by Ritter-Ciampi 
on Pathé. Ritter-Ciampi, by the way, 
is another singer whose recordings 
were not as widely circulated in the 
U. S. A. as they deserved to be.

Lithuanian Folk Music 


Peter V. Sarpalius, Chicago, has 
probably one of the best collections 
of Lithuanian folk music in existence. 
When questioned about his collection 
recently, he stated: “Several years 
ago, the Lithuanian government set 
about to collect its country’s folk lore 
music for a national library. Musi- 
cians were sent through the country 
gathering songs from the peasants 
and finally brought together—oh, it 
must have been close to 20,000. How- 
ever, it is believed the entire collec- 
tion was destroyed in the war. 
really think my library comes closest 
to theirs.” He has approximately 
15,000 Lithuanian folk lore composi- 
tions. 

Asked where he obtained all his 
music he shrugged. “Some I would 
hear sung at Lithuanian festivals, 
and immediately, I would corner the 
singer and write the tune down hur- 
riedly while he sang it to me. Later 
I would rewrite it in a notebook and 
make my arrangements.” 

“Other times,” he added, “I would 
watch to hear people coming from the 
old country — particularly old folks 
who would be apt to know the less 
known folk melodies. Still other 
pieces were given me by Lithuanian 
friends who had visited that country.”

Hamer’s collection is well represented 
by such artists as William S. Hart, 
Will Rogers, Lillian Russell, Lionel 
S. Barrymore, Nora Bayes, John Mc- 
Cormick and many others.

Favorite Pioneer Recording Artists 
Edward Warren Meeker. II. 


(Continued from the March issue) 


By ULYSSES (“JIM”) WALSH 


Still another masterly Edison re- 
cord, not in dialect, by Meeker, is 
“The Argentines, the Portugese and 
the Greeks,” by far the best inter- 
pretation of that classic comic num- 
ber I have ever heard. 

“He’s Living the Life of Reilley” 
was the last Meeker record, numer- 
ically speaking, issued by the Edison 
company. It came out in 1923, but 
the song itself had been recorded 
several years before and kept in the 
files because of a peculiar Edison 
flair for recording a number at the 
height of its popularity, then holding 
it out of circulation until most of the 
demand had died. Actually, his last 
record, based on date of recording, 
seems to have been 50970, “Mr. Gal- 
lagher and Mr. Shean,” already men- 
tioned, coupled with a Meeker solo, 
“Who Tied the Can on the Old Dog’s 
Tail?” in which his ability to imitate 
animals is well shown. 

I mentioned in the first installment 
how Edward Meeker’s voice, in his 
announcer days, was heard by mil- 
lions of Edison patrons, few of whom 
had any idea who was doing the 
speaking. He also took part in many 
other discs and cylinders on which his 
name does not appear, and in which 
his participation will be detected only 
by a confirmed student of old records. 

For instance, in 1919, Harry Rader- 
man, the jazz band leader, originated 
a mirthful specialty in which he made 
his trombone “laugh.” On at least 
two Edison records I have, Meeker 
gives a convincing laughing trom- 
bone imitation. One is the Rachel 
Grant—Billy Murray duets of “When 
My Baby Smiles at Me”; the other, 
Arthur Collins and Byron G. Harlan’s 
sidesplitting “I Want a Jazzy Kiss” 


_ one of the funniest records ever made. 


In Billy Golden and Joe Hughes’ 
blackface skit, “Bear’s Oil,” Meeker 
is a tramp who appears near the end 
of the record and helps the other 
comedians sing “Haul That Woodpile 
Down.” He is also a tramp in Gil- 
bert Girard’s hilarious sketch, “Day- 
break at Calamity Farm.” In Fred 
Duprez’s classic, “Desperate Desmond 
(Rehearsing the Orchestra) ,” Meeker 


- takes the part of “Mr. Leader,” to 


whom Fred addresses his mock-seri- 
ous complaints concerning the poor 
performance of the ensemble. 

The Edison record of “Cohen on 
His Honeymoon” begins with Meeker 
and John Burckhardt, Edison staff 
pianist, trying out “She May Have 
Seen Better Days.’ My good friend, 
Monroe (‘Mike’) Silver, then enters 
as “Cohen,” says the song reminds 
him of his wife and tells with great 
gusto of his honeymoon—an imagin- 
ary one, since “Mike” has always been 
a bachelor. 





John Orren and Lillian Drew, de- 
scribed as “vaudeville’s favorite mim- 
ics,” made an Edison record in which 
they imitated everything from a saw- 
mill to a dog fight. It was Meeker 
who said at the beginning: “I take 
pleasure in introducing to you vaude- 
ville’s favorite mimics, Orren and 

rew. The imitations produced on 
his record are done by the human 
voice alone, without the aid of any 
mechanical device whatsoever.” 

No doubt many other examples 
could be found of Ed Meeker’s un- 
sung but effective work in earning 
for Edison “descriptive” records the 
well-deserved reputation of being the 
best ever made. He was a great per- 
former, and I believe his association 
with the Edison company continued, 
in some capacity, until the company 
finally quit the record business in the 
fall of 1929. As long as record col- 
lectors exist, his achievements and 
recorded specimens of his best work 
will not pass out of existence. 

Before closing | this sketch, I must 
thank the singer’s widow, Mrs. Mar- 
garet Meeker for lending me the only 
photograph she possesses of her hus- 
band in order that it might be re- 
produced for HOBBIES’ readers, This 
deed of kindness to one of whom she 
knew nothing, except from his writ- 
ten assurance that he was a long-time 
admirer of Edward Meeker, is most 
sincerely appreciated.

Cake Ink Collection in 


Cleveland Museum 


Six centuries ago in China, began 
the strange custom of presenting to 
emperors and other high officials, who 
would also be scholars, artists and 
caligraphers, ink in cake form, mold- 
ed in shapes of incredibly exquisite 
design. Henry W. Kent, secretary 
emeritus of the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art, just presented 45 such to The 
Cleveland Museum of Art. Some of 
them date to the Ming Dynasty, 1368- 
1644, when this kind of gift was 
invented. 

The inks were not to be used, but 
to be treasured as art objects. One 
set of ten cakes was made for the 
Emperor Ch’ien Lung (1736-1795), 
The cakes are in many colors and on 
one side of each is a poem the 
Emperor wrote about a view he liked 
on West Lake and on the reverse a 
picture of the view. The set is in its 
presentation box, laquered and inlaid 
with mother-of-pearl. 

One cake is shaped like a little 
man, jade green. On his breast he 
holds three Chinese characters writ- 
ten in one order, and repeated in 
reverse, which mean “Man Grinds 
Ink. Ink Grinds Man.” 

Even now some artists and drafts- 
men use cake ink, grinding little, 
mixing with water as needed. The 
collection includes an inkstone from 
the Ming Period, its little water 
trough and grinding slab surrounded 
by scenes and other designs. 

Howard Hollis, curator of near and 
far eastern art of the Cleveland Mu- 
seum, points out that every bit of this 
decoration was symbolic and would 
have been understood by the recipient 
of the gift. 

The caligrapher would also have 
been an artist. It was the Chinese 
idea to express in characters what 
couldn’t be told in a picture, and to 
paint in the picture what couldn’t be 
told in characters. To practice these 
arts, men ‘were trained for long years, 
doing each tiny stroke over and over, 
hundreds of times, until they did it 
perfectly, much as a surgeon today 
has to learn by infinite practice the 
smallest stroke of an operation. 

Dragons abound in the designs. 
The dragon was the Genius of the 


Ink. 


Stage Coach Days Recalled 


A monument to commemorate the 
site of the first house built at Parker, 
Colo., 20 miles southwest of Denver, 
was recently unveiled. 

The marker was erected by the 
State Historical Society, the Ameri- 
can Pioneer Trails Association, Dr. 
Margaret Long of Denver, who is the 
principal historian of the Smoky Hill 


trail, and the school children of 
Parker. 

Twenty-Mile House, built in 1864 
at the junction of the Smoky Hill and 
Santa Fe stage lines, was an overland 
stage station on an emigrant route 
that was dotted with unmarked 
graves of pioneers and served as a 
refuge for early settlers against In- 
dian attacks. The station and the inn 
were kept by James S. Parker, for 
whom the town was named. 

The school children of Parker, have 
made the erection of the monument 
a special community project. They 
gathered petrified wood in the vicinity 
to make the marker. 

Thls is the first of a series of his- 
torical markers which the Historical 
society plans to erect in 1946. Funds 
have been provided thru the Mrs. J. 
N. Hall foundation, which was creat- 
ed to finance marking of historical 
spots in Colorado. Mrs. Hall’s hus- 
band was one of Denver’s pioneer 
physicians.

PRESERVING and FILING CIRCUSIAN A 


Part Il 
By A. MORTON SMITH 


BEFORE Burtis L. Wilson, Chicago 
collector of circusiana, undertook the 
extensive task of preparing a filing 
system for his great accumulation of 
circus material, he spent considerable 
time studying the best library filing 
methods. 

It was worth the time, it seems. 
Collectors ‘who have seen his system, 
marvel at its compactness and effic- 
iency. In the March issue, I explained 
how Mr. Wilson files and preserves 
his collection of some 35,000 circus 
pictures. This article deals with other 
types of circusiana in his collection. 

Mr. Wilson maintains five separate 
card files to keep up with his material. 
One of these files, using 3x5 cards, 
lists route books, route sheets, route 
cards, programs and couriers, which 
are filed by show titles and years, to- 
gether with notations as to where the 
items were obtained and the price 
paid for each. Another of similar size 
covers his collection of some 350 cir- 
cus books, including fact, fiction and a 
few juveniles. Each bears his own 
book- plate, designed by an artist, 
and the file card contains such de- 
tails as published price, price paid, 
condition of book, new or used. If re- 
views are available, they are clipped 
in each volume. 

A third file lists magazine articles, 
including the author, title, subject, 
month, year, page number, purchase 
price and where and when bought. 

Collection pieces occupy the other 
two box files, 4x6 inches in size. One 
contains tickets and passes, on the 
back of each of which is written the 
date. The other contains business

cards of circus executives and per- 
formers. 

Route books, which are the prize 
collection pieces in Mr. Wilson’s opin- 
ion, are kept in large manila 
envelopes and filed in a steel filing 
cabinet, which contains numerous 
drawers. There are approximately 100 
route books in the collection, dating 
back to the Barnum & London vol- 
umes of the middle 80’s. Programs 
are similarly filed as are magazine 
size couriers or advertising booklets. 
Route cards are tied together by 
years and go into similar envelopes. 

Newspaper size couriers lie flat in a 
drawer of the cabinet in alphabetical 
and chronological order. Small cour- 
iers, 6x9 inches in size and smaller, 
are placed in file folders, which also 
hold a variety of other material such 
as route sheets, press items, news- 
paper stories and other scrapbook 
material, including menus, athletic 
programs, holiday events, baseball 
games and such, in which circus folk 
participate. 

Items having to do with individual 
showfolk are filed in folders, too, and 
a third section is devoted to Christ- 
mas cards, correspondence, want lists 
and material pertaining to the collec- 
tion of circusiana, under the names 
of circus dealers, collectors, fans, 
model builders and historians. 

In a fourth section are covered var- 
ious aspects of the circus, and its in- 
fluence in other fields, such as poetry, 
humor, poster stamps, postal cards, 
cigarette advertising, magazine cov- 
ers, paintings, prints, lithographs, 
trade cards, music albums, publishers’ 
advertising lists of circus slang— 
some 300 to 400 listings in all, dealing 
with the circus. 

Mr. Wilson’s posters are limited to 
special pictorials designed for feature 
acts. These are mounted on canvas or 
linen for preservation and are rolled 


- and placed in special umbrella-like 


round stands, of which the collector 
has a number. They stand on end in 
the circus room. No index system is 
used, the posters being separated in 
containers by titles. 

Heralds or handbills, usually 10x28 
inches in size and printed on both 
sides, are specially prepared for pre- 
servation. Mr. Wilson buys sheets of 
cellophane, 22x30 inches in size in lots 
of 100. A herald is placed on one of 
these sheets, which is folded over and 
sealed with a hot iron. The heralds 
then lie fiat on a cabinet shelf, in 
alphabetical order, without an idex 
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system. On the same shelf are pan- 
orama or over-size photographs and 
circus window cards. 

The Chicagoan has the complete 
file of The White Tops, Circus Fans 
association publication, bound in four 
volumes. He has the 1€ issues of The 
Circus Scrapbook, published 1929 to 
32 in one binding. From The Bill- 
board, he removes circus and route 
pages and the year’s accumulation 
from the weekly issues is bound into a 
volume some 4% inches thick. This 
collection is complete back to 1930, 
with many earlier issues awaiting 
completion of files. The Band Wagon, 
published by the Circus historical 
Society, is bound in legal binders. 
New York Clippers and Show World 
copies dealing with the circus, are 
kept complete, as they are few in 
number. 

Circus articles from HOBBIES and 
many other magazines, are removed 
and placed in file folders. To make his 
collection of circus articles from 
magazines extensive, Mr. Wilson 
obtained titles from The Readers 
Guide to Periodical Literature, found 
in most libraries, and searched second 
hand magazine shops for them. Since 
1942, he has published an annual list 
of circus articles appearing in maga- 
zines, for the benefit of . other 
collectors. 

Mr. Wilson’s collection of circus 
newspaper advertisements is mounted 
in seven loose leaf binders in the same 
manner as photographs. There is a 
separate page for each show and each 
year and there is a separate volume 
for indoor shows, rodeos, thrill shows 
and carnivals in which circus per- 
formers appear. 

Typewritten material, such as 
routes that cannot be obtained in 
printed form, parade and train load- 
ing line-ups are kept in show file fold- 
ers. Printed forms are kept in box file

Circus letterheads are mounted in 
a looseleaf binder, 20 to the page, 
overlapping all but one inch, one 
title to a page. Other sections of the 
letterhead file include those of in- 
dividual acts and performers and 
letterheads of rodeos, tent companies, 
animal supply houses, costume, fire- 
works and musical instrument and 
uniform companies, Shrine shows, 
animal and snake farms, manufactur- 
ers of circus props, Showmen’s 
leagues, theatrical magazines and 
circus fans and historians. 

On the walls of his circus room, Mr. 
Wilson displays some of Dame Laura 
Knight’s paintings, a few framed 
photographs and one of John 
Kraweic’s original circus paintings. 

But the filing of his collection is 
not enough. Mr. Wilson also files all 
correspondence he receives dealing 
with circusiana by date and year and 
stores it at the end of each 12 months. 
Furthermore, he keeps a separate re- 
cord book showing the cost of his 
collection, which is insured for 
$10,000.

##*“Time alone can answer, but we 
each have our opinions, and the 
writer believes even more firmly than 
ever before, that the predominant fu- 
ture type will be the two or three- 
cylinder or, more probably, both will 
be largely continued in use. 

The tendency toward shorter wheel 
bases, beginning to be visible a year 
ago, has disappeared under the neces- 
sity for side doors, a fad that in all 
probability will run its course and 
disappear in short order, for there is 
certainly no more need for doors to 
a comfortable rear seat than to a 
front one. The only real good ex- 
cuse that the writer has ever heard is 
that the doors prevent the children 
from falling out, Instead of provid- 
ing doors, longer springs and larger 
rear wheels should be at once de- 
manded. The truth seems to be that 
the doors are an imported evil, doubt- 
less suited to the aristocrats of Eu- 
rope, but wholly un-American and not 
likely to be found very long on Amer- 
ican vehicles sold in large numbers. 
The extra long wheel base is not so 
objectionable for straight-away driv- 
ing over good roads, but in America, 
where deep gutters, high-water bars, 
frequent mud-holes and even rocks 
and stumps are found in evidence, the 
long wheel base becomes a nuisance 
and the strains on the framing will 
prove profitable for the repairers un- 
less vehicles are made extra heavy, 
in which case the tires suffer. It 
seems certain, therefore, that present 
constructors have gone to an extreme 
and we must look to the future for 
shorter and lighter construction. Evi- 
dence of this is already seen in the 
fact that at least one prominent 
maker has decreased both the weight 
and size of engines on one model since 
last year, while the number of ve- 
hicles of higher power, although not 
greatly increased weight, is much 
larger this year than last. 
reasonably expect a close repetition of 
the history of the buggy business and 
look with confidence to see the light, 
cheap vehicle sufficiently perfected to 
meet all needs of the great public and 
to surpass al] other forms in number 
and value, although of course, the 
mammoth, luxurious, high-priced cars 
will always find some buyers. 

The increased power demanded, 
coupled with the inability of many de- 
signers, to find room for their me-

chanism at the rear, has continued to 
encourage the motor front idea in 
spite of its many faults, and, except 
for the large number of makers who 
refuse to adopt it, there are no signs 
that the pendulum will swing the 
other way. Natural laws, however, 
are not only stubborn things to work 
against, but they have a persistence 
which sooner or later usually wins. 
It may take designers a long time to 
learn how to simplify their mechan- 
ism, reduce its size, and provide for 
its accessibility sufficiently to enable 
them to place it near the driven 
wheels where it must eventually be 
placed, but sooner or later they will 
overcome this problem as others have 
been overcome.***

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BAXTER AND LEBLOND PRINTS 


By JOHN RAMSAY 

ONE OF the idiosyncracies of col- 
lecting is that those who specialize on 
American prints prefer them colored 
by hand, while collectors of English 
prints are interested mainly in color 
printing. Also, while several Mid- 
Nineteenth Century English houses 
produced many fine lithographs, Eng- 
lish prints made by a different process 
are more popular. These color-prints, 
small in size, fine in detail and draw- 
ing and soft in color, were made be- 
tween 1834 and about 1865 by George 
Baxter, and by several licensees under 
his patents, particularly LeBlond and 
Company of London. 

George Baxter, son of John Baxter 
of Lewes, England, a printer, ‘wood 
engraver and publisher, was born July 
21, 1804, and learned engraving in his 
father’s shop. Later, he studied in 
London and set up his own business 
there in 1827. In the same year, he 
married Mary Harrild, daughter of a 
manufacturer of printing machinery. 


In 1834, he patented a process of color 
printing “by the super-imposition of 
wood blocks upon each other, each en- 
graved or cut to take one tint or col- 
or.” His first print was a view in a 
“History of Sussex” published by his 
father in 1835, and later in this year 
he improved the process by using an 
aquatint key plate engraved on metal, 
the color added by the wooden blocks. 
Thus a Baxter print is a combination 
of wood and metal, or intaglio and 
relief printing. 

So much time was spent in perfect- 
ing the process that it was not until 
the coronation of Queen Victoria in 
1839 that successful and popular 
prints of the sovereign and the cere- 
monies were made. These were fol- 
lowed by a series of small views and 
sentimental subjects, supplemented by 
many book illustrations, particularly 
those in the popular small “pocket 
books” of the period. Baxter’s patent, 
which was issued for seventeen years, 
was extended for five more in 1849, 


An English Winter Scene by George Baxter 
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and he licensed several firms to make 
prints under it. He himself became 
less active, and retired from business 
in 1860 

Baxter’s own prints are not com- 
mon, and are rare in this country, but 
his first licensee, LeBlond & Company, 
was more prolific, and their imprint 
is more frequently found. Robert and 
Abraham LeBlond established them- 
selves in London as steel and copper- 
plate engravers and printers in 1842. 
Robert, the elder brother, 'was a Free- 
thinker, and spent much of his time 
speaking and agitating for his cause, 
finally, in 1856, leaving the firm. He 
spent some time in the United States, 
but eventually returned to England. 
Abraham, the younger, carried the 
firm on until 1894, although he lost 
interest in the color prints after the 
expiration of Baxter’s patent in 1866. 

In 1854, the LeBlonds bought up the 
Baxter plates and re-issued them un- 
der their own name, so that they are 
known as “Baxter-LeBlonds.” They 
are portraits, Queen Victoria, Lord 
Nelson, the Duke of Wellington and 
others, and reproductions of scenes 
painted by popular Victorian artists, 
Turner the best-known today. The Le- 
Blonds followed these types, with 
emphasis on views, but the _best- 
known and most “collectible” of their 
prints are the 82 ‘“‘ovals,” 7”x5%”. 
They are country and cottage life 
scenes, untitled, but with titles sup- 
plied from the firm’s catalogues or by 
collectors, as collectors of American 
pressed glass have named the pat- 
terns. In contrast to our American 
lithographs, with their frequent win- 
ter and “season” scenes, there is only 
one true Winter scene in the series, 
the “Snowballing” illustrated. 

A number of these prints, even 
those found in England, show the im- 
print of “L. A. Elliott & Co., Boston, 
U. S.” This is obviously an American 
publisher, probably a _ connection 
formed by Robert LeBlond during his 
stay in this country, but British writ- 
ers on them have found no evidence of 
any business relationship. Other Le- 
Blond prints included the “Regal Ser- 
ies,” portraits of the Queen, the 
Prince Consort, the Royal palaces, 
and so on, sentimental and country 
life subjects and views, with “A High- 
land Valley” after a painting by 
George Armfield considered the finest 
bv British authorities. This is ten by 
eight inches, a good size for Baxter 
or LeBlond prints. They made only a 
few in small folio, or 14 by 10-inch 
size, and none larger. 

Obviously, these prints can never 
rival the popularity, in this country, 
of our American lithographs. They 
are scarce here, and comparatively 
few subjects were published, only a 
hundred or so against the many thou- 
sands of our more familiar American 
prints. Also, they are completely 
English in subject and detail, and are 
small in size and soft and inconspicu- 
ous in tone. But they represent a very 
high level of technical achievement, 
and the highest Victorian artistic 
standards. For this reason alone, they 
deserve to be preserved and treasured 
along with Belter furniture, Victor- 
ian lacquer, Parian figures, the 
“great” porcelains, cameo and other 
decorative glass of the period.

Head Table: A bridge, slightly 

raised over a looking glass gave the 
effect of a stream. On one side was 
a group of little trees sprinkled with 
snow, a ski jump with dolls on skis, 
and other dolls on skates and sleds.

Group 2-8. At the extreme end of 
the head table were six Parian type 
dolls with a tiny garden of yellow 
roses and forget-me-nots in front of 
them.

“VELVET BACKS” 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN | 


These metal buttons embellished with velvet are some- 
times called “Perfume Buttons” because of the belief that 
a drop of perfume was often applied to the velvet. Wheth- 
er or not this belief is founded on fact, I don’t know. Like 
many accepted theories, it is possible, but somewhat lack- 
ing in proof. The name “Velvet Back”, on the other hand, 
explains itself; and seems descriptive and suitable enough 
to serve as a title,—until a better one is suggested, 


anyway 

Velvet Backs are of three principal types: in the first, a 
metal design is placed on over a background of velvet, as 
in Nos. 1, 2, 3, 8, 9, 11, 18, 14, 15 and 17; in the second, 
the metal button is pierced, so that the velvet itself forms 
all or part of the design, as in Nos. 5, 6, 7, 12 and 16; in 
the third, an additional material (Jet or China, for exam- 
ple) is added, and the velvet is less a background than a 
partner in the ensemble. There are combinations of the 
different types, and some buttons consist of a plain velvet 
center in a metal rim. 

As regards subject matter, Conventional and Floral de- 
signs predominate, with a scattering of Pictures. 

Most Velvet Backs, I believe, date from the last quarter 
of the nineteenth century; some are probably earlier and a 
few may be later,— “button lines” are very difficult to 
draw! They are characteristic and fairly plentiful, especi- 
ally in small sizes. 

No. 1—“Bow-knot” in brass against a green back- 
ground. Self- shank. The same designs were often 
combined with different-colored velvets. I have seen this 
particular design with a mere metal background. 

No. 2— Pewter Rose against dark brown velvet. Brass 
border. 

No..38 — “Pyramid and Palm”, in bronze-finished brass, 
with darker brown background. 

No. 4— This brass button has a Milk Glass center, sur- 
rounded by purple velvet. ¢.1850-60, 

No. 5 — “Bellflower” in concave brass and brown velvet. 
Self-shank. This familiar design (like No. 16) sometimes 
features metallic cloth instead of velvet. 

No. 6—“Mr. Pickwick” in concave brass and brown 
velvet. Among colors, brown seems to predominate, with 
black in second place. I have also seen various shades of 
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blue, green, red, purple and white, but really light colors 
are uncommon. 

No. 7— “Pear” in concave brass and brown velvet. 

No. 8—This is an excellent Conventional design in 
brass over black. Self-shank. 

No. 9— “Bird and Branch.”, Brass with brown velvet 
background, self-shank. (Nos. 8 and 9 are also found in 
small sizes.) 

No. 10 — Is similiar in type to No. 4. It has a brass bor- 
der, tin back and faceted Jet center, surrounded with black 
velvet. Reverse: “Extra Fein.” 

No. 11 —Is a typical Floral design, in blue- tinted brass 
with dark blue ground. 

No. 12 —Is convex tinted brass, cut-out to display the 
black velvet Star. The small escutcheon is of mirror-bright 
steel. Thread back. (I suspect this button is the oldest one 
here. c.1840-50?) 

No. 13— Shows the head of Bacchante (?) in brass 
against black velvet. Brass border. 

No. 14— While rather insignificant as to design, this 
button is unusual because it gives an effect of dark 
against light,—tinted brass design and border contrast- 
ing with the white velvet ground. Shelf-shank. (This same 
design is found in light brass against dark brown velvet.) 

No. 15— This button of dark red Vegetable Ivory dis- 
—_— a pewter Cloverleaf against dark red velvet. Self- 
shank. 

No. 16— No group of Velvet Backs would be complete 
without one example of this design,— the most ubiquit- 
ous of its kind. When I included it in a group of“Familiar 
Faces” (HOBBIES, May 1945) I had found it in twenty- 
one variations, of size, color, shank, etc. Since then I 
have discovered two more; and fourteen of the total num- 
ber qualify as Velvet Backs. To achieve such popularity, 
the design must have something! 

No. 17— “Lily-of-the-Valley.” This delicate design is 
rendered in bronze-tinted brass against dark blue velvet. 
The blossoms are painted white. 

There is little more that I can say about these buttons. 
I like them, myself; perhaps because there is always some- 
thing fascinating about velvet! And whether you call them 
“Perfume Buttons” or “Velvet Backs”, they are a definite, 
easily-recognized type, in a class by themselves. They are 
not expensive (yet!); but when the brass is polished and 
the velvet brushed, they have a unique attraction, and are 
worthy of an honorable place among Victorian buttons: 
those miniature reminders of an age that was noted for 
sartorial elegance and dignified charm. 











WHAT IS IT? 
By GEORGE E. GOULD 


The designers of buttons must have 
had vivid imaginations, for it is fre- 
quently difficult to interpret the de- 
signs depicted on certain old buttons. 


At first glance the button pictured” 


here suggests (to the entomologist, at 
least) the larval or worm stage of 
one of the Dermestid or carpet beetles. 
The segmented body and the spines 
or hairs on the posterior edge of these 
segments resemble in many respects 
the body of the carpet beetle larva. 

Here, however, the similarity ends, 
as this creature has one good eye 
and the suggestion of a second, and 
appears to have a mouth and two 
asymmetrical legs. A further study of 
the design reveals what could be the 
skeletonized body of a young chicken 


tucked under the left leg of the mon- 
ster. Around the edge of the button 
is a plant design, possibly a stem and 
leaves from an oak tree. 


This well-made Paris button is of 
solid brass about 15/16 inches in di- 
ameter and has on its back the fol- 
lowing legend: “HM T. W & W Paris 
Breveté.”” Mrs. Maude Taylor agrees 
with me that this creature is a drag- 
on or similar monster of fabulous 
origin. From other sources, however, 
it is reported that this creature and 
the many-headed monster pictured in 
Nicholls, No. 868, are “microbes” and 
that the buttons were issued in com- 
memoration of Pasteur, the famous 
French chemist. Although Pasteur 
undoubtedly saw many “microbes,” I 
doubt if he ever saw anything to 
equal the creatures on these two but- 
tons. 














George E. Gould, collector of insect buttons, 
is stumped with this design. The button 
is 15/16 inch in diameter.

ONE COMMENT heard every- 
where in the antiques trade is “How 
high antiques are!” 

And pretty nearly everything in 
antiques is high. Antiques prices have 
skyrocketed during the last few years. 
This has not been the case in most 
standard modern products because 
we have had the OPA, but no bene- 
ficent OPA has stood up in the field of 
antiques and waved a red light to 
slow down wild-eyed purchasers with 
more money then ever before. 


Just what has caused the rapid 
price advances in antiques may be 
rather hard to determine—if it makes 
any difference. Increased demand for 
such things has been an influence and 
this has been due to the increase in 
the number of antiques minded peo- 
ple. Many who never have before been 
interested in such things have deve- 
loped an interest to the extent of be- 
coming enthusiasts. This has come 
about because they have seen their 
friends beautifying their homes in 
that way; because they have acquired 
the money to do the same thing; be- 
cause they may have been “left” 
enough antique furniture to start 
them going, leading to investments of 
their own; because they have ac- 
companied antiques loving friends 
into shops and seen the beauty of the 
goods and heard the fascinating con- 
versation about them; because they 
have happened upon a copy of 
“HOBBIES” and become intrigued by 
the advertisements; because they 
have gone to a farm auction out of 
curiosity and have seen something 
they wanted and so started bidding, 
to find themselves going away pos- 
sessed of an article their friends 
envied; because and because and be- 
cause. Plenty of other reasons. 

Prices have advanced in shops be- 
cause private owners have acquired 


fantastic ideas of values and dealers _ 


have had to pay too much or go with- 
out and see their business fade. Farm 
auctions, with two or three people 
wanting the same item, perhaps for 
sentimental rather than for business 
reasons or because of actual value. 
have sent the crowd away thinking a 
$2.50 Boston rocker with a coat of red 
paint all over it and a split plank 
seat ‘was worth $15. Or the spiteful 
determination of one woman or one 
dealer to get ahead of another may 
have caused competitive bidding to

boost a majolica ear-of-corn pitcher 
to three times what it ought to have 
brought—even without the undis- 
covered crack in the bottom. 

And Mary Jones who attended that 
auction told a friend, in whose home 
the next week she saw a Boston rock- 
er, perhaps no better than the one at 
the auction, “Don’t you sell that for 
less than fifteen or twenty dollars be- 
cause it’s what they call a Boston 
rocker and I saw one go for that at an 
auction last week.” 

With prices helicoptering upward, 
with touring dealers telling the shops 
they visit, as they note pieces they 
don’t want, “You ought to see what 
these are bringing in New York,” or 
maybe in Dallas or Tampa or Beverly 
Hills. And when the visitor has gone 
on, the dealer boosts his prices be- 
cause, if they can get that much in 
New York, he can get it, or so he 
thinks. 

If prices have gone to fantastic fig- 
ures here and there, in shows and out 
of shows, the reason for that may be 
only a human desire to make more 
money, or it may-be a too optimistic 
view of the looseness of antiquers’ 
purse-strings’ but it definitely is not 
supply and demand. 

Many people have the idea, and go 
around spreading it, that it won’t be 
long before there won’t be any an- 
tiques to be had. Every dealer is 
asked almost every day, “Where do 
you get all these things?” and some- 
times he is asked. “Is it so that you 
dealers just buy back and forth from 
one another?”

The idea that antiques are rapidly 
going out of existence is all wrong. 
They go from shops into the hands 
of collectors and other private owners 
and so are, temporarily at least, out 
of the market, but they are rarely de- 
stroyed. In the majority of instances, 
in a matter of years, they are offered 
to dealers again, as when a family 
breaks up or “goes broke” or a home 
is dismantled, or the younger genera- 
tion has no interest in keeping such 
things. These conditions tend to keep 
antiques available without too great 
price advances. 

It is plain that there is a legitimate 
cause for a steady though not fan- 
tastic rise in prices. It ought to be 
equally plain that some of the price 
jumps, not mere advances, that have 
taken place lately, have no better rea- 
son than cupidity, which is merely an- 
other name for profiteering. 

The extremely, not to say ridicu- 
lously high prices that obtain in some 
places must, with some reason, cause 
great dissatisfaction and complaint 
among buyers. Everyone hears: more 
or less of that. There is, of course, no 
way antiques prices can be leveled 
off or a ceiling applied to them. Rare- 
ly are two items, apart from pattern 
glass, exactly alike as to condition, 
etc. But ‘when one dealer asks $75 for 
a “GWTW lamp nearly like that an- 
other dealer offers for $17.50, what 
wonder the customer’s suspicions are 
aroused that there are dealers whose 
standard of pricing is “all the traffic 
will bear.” Just as long as antiques 
buyers believe dealers are selling at 
a reasonable profit, they will be sat- 
isfied with what they pay. They may 
try to argue the dealer into cutting 
his price. They may kick about the 
price. They may declare he asks too 
much. But in their minds they may 
admit to themselves the price is rea- 
sonable enough. 


If the antiques trade is to continue 
prosperous with customers buying as 
freely as today, fantastic prices ob- 
viously above the true values, must 
be avoided. 

To foster run away prices, to de- 
mand the last possible dollar for 
today’s sale, is to make sure the cus- 
tomer will not come back tomorrow. 
When a customer finds prices ex- 


‘horbitant everywhere, that customer 


will turn to some other hobby where 
prices are better balanced. Mark 
prices too high just because at pre- 
sent, people will pay them, and the 
antiques goose will cease to lay the 
golden eggs that mean continuing 
sucess for the business. The antiques 
business, after all, will stand or fall 
by the same rules that govern other 
forms of retail trade. 
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RAISES RENTS 


“On account of no ceiling on rents for 
business property, one small antique shop 
after another is being forced out of busi- 
ness. Five dealers in my block have to 
move and can find no place to go after 
being here from 12 to 18 years. The land- 
lord would never give a lease; and prices 
have raised so that we can't buy land or 
a building. If you can give dealers some 
advice, it will be appreciated.”’ 

This economic question is another 
one that would drive us to the bug 
house if we attempted to solve it. 
Landlords certainly got the worst of 
it during the war. They had increased 
taxes, increased costs, and no compen- 
sating increase in rentals. It looks 
like the politicians picked on landlords 
because they were a minority, just as 
they picked on the business. men. 
When I was in Washington running 
the hobby show, bureaucrats around 
the hotel told me, “You business men 
are a minority. We can turn your 
employees against you and get ten 
votes to your one.” 

The same thing is true with renters 
and landlords. Since there are more 
renters, the politicians can cater to 
them and make the landlords pay. 
We don’t know the solution. They 
tell me there are hundreds of antique 
shops which have sprung up in Cali- 
fornia since the war, and many of 
them are going to be forced out of 
business when normal times return.

He bases his authority for this state- 
ment upon his own collection which 
runs into a few round hundred speci- 
mens. In the collection there are 
approximately 10 holographs. 

But collector Silvius has the right 
attitude. He doesn’t expect celebrities 
to sit down and right him a letter in 
longhand, giving commentaries on 
events of the day, or views of the 
philosophy of life. He is very happy 
if he only gets a signature. 

He has a set of the governors of 
our 48 states.

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THE O’HARA GLASSWORKS 


James B. Lyon & Company, Proprietors 


(From the “History of American Manufacturers,’’ by Bishop: Philadelphia—1868.) 


IS PROBABLY the best representa- 
tive that could be selected of the many 
excellent establishments of the same 
description for which Pittsburgh is 
famous. Established for nearly a 
quarter of a century, and enterprising 
in originating’ novel designs, they 
have accumulated an immense stock 
of patterns, or metal moulds, some of 
which have cost two and others three 
hundred dollars each. The Glassware 
made here is remarkable for its clear- 
ness, smoothness, and purity of color, 
and the designs are excellently 
adapted to the material and mode of 
production. The silex used is a sand 
of a beautiful quality, found in Berk- 
shire county, Massachusetts, and the 
minimum is manufactured by the firm 
from pig-lead brought from the State 
of Illinois. 

The Glasshouse, an extensive struc- 
ture, one hundred and fifty by fifty 
feet, contains three large furnaces, 
each of which is capable of accom- 
modating ten pots, that hold a batch 
of three thousand pounds of metal. 
These pots are all made on the prem- 
ises, of a clay obtained from Missouri, 
which is found preferable to the im- 
ported. 

Contiguous to the furnaces are five 
annealing ovens for tempering the 
glass after being made; and opposite 
are four furnaces, known technically 
as “glory holes,” where the glassware 
is revitrified and polished, by which 
it obtains that clear, elegant, and 
gem-like appearance that is so desir- 
able and pleasing to the eye. On the 
ground-floor are also the mill room, 
for grinding the clay; the pot room, 
where these huge receptacles are 
made; the lead house, where the lead 
used in making the glass is converted 


into litharge; a blacksmith shop, and. 


other apartments of more or less im- 
portance in the operations of the 
establishment. 

Ascending to the second floor, 'we 
come first to the pattern shop, where 
the moulds are designed and prepared, 
first in wood, then in plaster of Paris, 
and finally in iron. Adjoining this is 
the turning and repairing room, which 
is a miniature machine shop, provided 
with lathes and all the requisite tools 
for repairing, turning, and polishing 
the interior of the moulds to the 
smoothness and delicacy of a mirror 


—the importance of which will be 
readily understood when we state that 
any defect in the mould reappears in 
a blemish in the glass. The grinding 
and final polishing of the wares are 
done in the third story, where there 
are a dozen or more grindstones re- 
volving with immense velocity, and 
driven by steam power. On the second 
floor are also the receiving and pack- 
ing rooms, each forty by seventy-five 
feet. Here the final operations of in- 
specting, assorting, and packing the 
wares of the firm are carried on, 
under the personal supervision of a 
junior partner, preparatory to their 
shipment to all parts of the South and 
West. 

These works, when fully occupied, 
consume annually about seven thou- 
sand tons of coal, employ one hundred 
and thirty hands, and produce about 
$500,000 worth of glass annually. The 
weight of raw materials used in a 
year is eight hundred tons, which 
yield in finished wares about seven 
hundred and eight tons, thus showing 
a loss of only fourteen percent. 


The English Commissioners, in 
their report on the “Industry of the 
United States,” remark that the glass 
manufactures of this country “are 
fairly established, and there can be 
no doubt of the present healthy posi- 
tion and future progress of this 
branch of industry. With superior 
metals in abundance, and skilled labor 
increasing with the development of 
the trade in which it is employed, the 
progress from the earlier productions, 
in which articles of common use were 
the staple, to those rich and decora- 
tive works, which belong to luxury 
rather than utility, has been steady 
and continuous; and though, from the 
position of the people, the more use- 
ful articles are those to which the 
manufacturer directs most attention, 
there is a laudable spirit abroad which 
compels him to attend to those 
branches of his trade wherein his 
European rival excels in the artistic 
elements of production.

Mine has 
all-over stippling instead of that des- 
cribed by Kamm as “ fine indented 
beading” in “horizontal rows.” The 
strand of cable does not go all the 
way around the margin in mine as it 
is described by Kamm, and such de- 
tails as cannon standing in “tall 
grass,” and the screaming eagle “just 
beneath” the lip, vary somewhat.

Let’s save those time—scarred rari- 
ties; those that come after us will 
thank us for not being too particular.

More About Shipping 


A reader writes us a very inter- 
esting letter about a shipment of 
china she received from a dealer. It 
came badly broken. Of course, she 
immediately shipped it back, and the 
dealer refunded her money. There 
was not a lot involved—only $14.50. 
But this collector, like others, when 
she locates what she wants, would 
prefer to have the china and not the 
money and was disappointed that it 
came broken. 

However, she wrote to us because 
she noted that the china looked like it 
has been previously broken, and she 
also noticed that the amount of the 
insurance was $20 instead of its 
actual value. The point she brought 
out was whether there was a possibil- 
ity that some dealers impose upon the 
express company. 

That, of course, no one can answer. 
However, we have warned the trade 
in these columns before that the ex- 
press company is getting entirely too 
many complaints, and if there is not 
more careful packing, we are going 
to find ourselves faced with the situa- 
tion that the express company will 
accept shipments of antiques only at 
the shipper’s risk. If the express com- 
pany is being imposed upon, that is 
their own fault. An old break is 
plainly discernible. Proper manage- 
ment on the part of the express com- 
pany together with careful inspection 
would uncover such acts. 

There is one point that is not al- 
‘ways understood. It is quite custom- 
ary to insure a package for more than 
it is worth. However, the amount of 
insurance given does not mean any- 
thing in particular. The value must 
be proven, usually by manifest of the 
amount the article sold for. Insurance 
costs a certain amount within a cer- 
tain range of figures. and often the 
outside figure is given. which only 
means that is the limit which could be 
claimed, although the definite value 
still has to be proven.

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The Teapot, a Symbol of Friendship 


By MARY W. CASE 


THE TREASURES gathered from 
famous places are doubly appreciated 
now that many of those places are in 
ruins and never will be the same 
again. The collection of miniature tea- 
pots belonging to Mrs. Bert C. 
Thomas, Oregon, some of which came 
from Europe during the reign of 
Queen Victoria, that era of expansion 
and good living that produced so 
much art, is such a treasure. 

Mrs. Thomas was a college profess- 
or’s daughter and she received many 
of these teapots from professors ‘when 
they spent their sabbatical years 
abroad. 


The teapot, a symbol of friendship, 
is used in every country. The use of 
tea in Europe grew with the present 
European civilization. It was intro- 
duced into Europe from the Orient. in 
the late 15th century. The demand for 
beauty in the teapot, which is part of 
the tea service or ceremony, dates 
back for hundred of years. The in- 
fluence of tea is evidenced by the tea 
kettle, tea spoon, tea table teapot and 
many other items used in our every- 
day living. 

So from France, Belgium, Germany, 
Austria, Holland, England, China and 
Japan, came these lovely teapots that 
are the delight of students of 
ceramics. 

Of dainty china is the exquisite 
teapot from Limoges, France. It is de- 
corated by hand in a design of tiny 
pink roses. This was the beginning of 
the collection and was given to Mrs. 
Thomas when she ‘was ten years old. 

The Delft teapot of white porcelain 
decorated with a windmill scene in 
blue is from the Delft factory in Hol- 
land. There is a deep red unglazed 
pottery one from the famous factory 
at Munich. The Dresden teapots, three 
in number, are beautiful white china 
decorated with a rose and for-get-me- 
nots in bas-relief. 

England, that tea drinking nation, 
has contributed some choice teapots to 
the collection. There is a beautiful 
Wedgwood one about two and three 
fourths inches high of pale green 
biscuit color with white bas-relief 
figures. Another one of interest is a 
Crown Derby one decorated in gold, 
royal blue and rose with Queen 
Victoria’s monogram on the bottom. 

There are six white teapots with 
a coat of arms on the side. They care 
from Stratford-on-Aven, Cambridge, 
Harrowgate, Edinburgh, Paris and 
British Columbia. All of these teapots 
would hold a very small cup of tea. 

From the Orient, home of the tea 
and the tea ceremony, where three 
sips and a half is the correct amount 
of tea to be drunk, come some of the 
most beautiful and picturesque tea- 
pots. There are two beautiful 
Cloisonne teapots one with iridescent 
enamel on the side. A Chinese one is 
of green pottery; it has no lid but has 
a lattice top, in which hot water is 
kept on the top of the Chinese porce- 


lain stove. It was brought from 
China by a missionary. 

From the famous Satsuma factories 
has come a beautiful antique teapot 
in dull cracked ivory finish. There are 
six modern ones from the Satsuma 
factories all decorated by apprentices 
learning the trade. When figures are 
used in decoration the women are 
shown on one side, the men on the 
other but never together. Another 
beautiful Japanese one is of green 
glazed pottery with a silver inlaid 
dragon decoration. This is two inches 
tall and has a wicker handle across 
the top. 

Not all the teapots are of china, 
porcelain and pottery. There is a 
brass teapot from Belgium, a small 
silver teapot from Japan, a tiny silver 
filigree teapot from Russia. It is the 
smallest in the collection as it is just 
one-half inch tall and is continually 
getting lost among the miniatures. 

From France came a silver drip 
coffee perculator of minute size and 
exquisite workmanship. It comes 
apart and real coffee could be brewed 
in it. 

What the earthenware factories of 
Munich, Dresden, Satsuma and many 
others will do in the future is a ques- 
tion. That skilled potters will ply 
their trade there is no doubt, and they 
will turn out beautiful ware, but it 
will be a long time before more 
beautiful work will be turned out than 
that of the past as shown by Mrs. 
Thomas’ lovely collection.

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MANY PINE FOR PINE 


By BILL KANE 


provincial furniture was 

made in Colonial and Federal 
days from pine. The makers were 
country cabinet workers, boat build- 
ers, wheelrights and wagonsmiths, 
house carpenters and home crafts- 
men. These men were making useful 
pieces, and they did not have before 
them specifications such as feature 
the writing about antiques of some 
who regard themselves as authorities. 
There was no law requiring a man 
to cut his boards in certain ways, to 
join these in grand fashion, to re- 
strict himself to one kind of wood, to 
match his boards, to stop making 
Queen Anne types when Chippendale, 
Hepplewhite, Sheraton, Empire and 
even Victorian styles came along, or 
to fill the grain and paint his sur- 
faces so that the quality of his wood 
would be evident. In particular, there 
was no law requiring him to use 
white pine to the exclusion of field 
pine, pitch pine, yellow pine, red 
pine, Georgia pine or even scrub pine. 
When you seek antiques of pine, be 
prepared to like a wood that may 
vary in color from palest yellow to 
ruddiest red or dark brown, that may 
be soft or hard, that may weigh 
only 24 pounds to a cubic foot or 
twice as much. 

I observe with interest the reac- 
tions of a visitor going from a piece 
of old furniture to another begins to 
reveal puzzled wonder as he is told, 
of woods that are very different in 
appearances, that each is pine. Then 
often as not, the visitor, coming to a 
chest of drawers made of yellow 
birch, will say, “Then I guess this is 
pine too!” 

I have even met the expert who can 
put his hand on a piece of furniture 
and tell you whether or not it is old 
and of what wood it is made. 

Years ago I worked in forests and 
soon learned to recognize many vari- 
eties of trees. Later, in New Hamp- 
shire, I felled many trees, some for 
firewood, some to be drawn to a saw- 
mill and cut into boards. I learned 
to recognize many different kinds of 
lumber when the boards were cut tan- 
gentially. Now in the winter I often 
have a chance to watch as farmers 
work up boards in their wood lots. I 
have been looking closely at antique 
furniture for nearly thirty years. 
Yet I cannot positively identify pine 
every time I see it. What, then, is 
the buyer to do who seeks pieces of 
pine, especially if this buyer hopes, 
as is often the case, to furnish an 
entire room in matching pine? _ 

If you are able to buy pieces in the 
rough, original condition, and attend 
to your own refinishing, the problem 
is simplified. If you insist upon 
matching the color tone, postpone use 
of either shellac or varnish until by 
carefully repeated rubbing with bees- 
wax and turpentine, you have 
matched the color of all pieces. By 
persistent kneading the beeswax and 
turpentine can be reduced to paste. 
This paste, colored, with continued 
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application of elbow grease, will suf- 
fice for pine of dark hue. Color, for 
instance burnt umber, from a tube of 
good color in oil, may be added to the 
wax paste before it is used on pine 
of lighter color. The first applica- 
tions of wax must be made to a very 
small part of the surface. After sev- 
eral coats have been thoroughly 
rubbed in, frequent wiping with a 
cloth saturated with the mixture are 
desirable. Dust and any gritty ma- 
teria] should be flecked from surfaces 
before rubbing is begun. When all 
the pieces of furniture are matching 
in color, and the beeswax has been 
rubbed into the wood so that delicate 
scratching with a fingernail does not 
raise any wax, a permanent protect- 
ing coat of clear rubbing varnish 
may be applied. I suggest trial of 
waxing and varnishing on an unim- 
portant surface. Do not wax a wet 
surface, or try to do any finishing on 
humid or damp days. Choose a dry 
day for varnishing. Use the best 
clear rubbing varnish. Learn to han- 
dle it with dash and aplomb before 
you approach a valued antique. 

I come now to a question I think 
few lovers of antique furniture have 
asked themselves. Do you like the 
look of wood or do you like the look 
of deep finish on wood? It is a waste 
of time and hard work to clean paint 
from an old piece, if you are going 
to conceal the wood with new finish. 
And it must always be remembered 
that the old paint on an antique is 
part of it, that a refinished antique is 
no longer in original condition. 

Consider the finish on a piano. Its 
depth, to make the instrument as lit- 
tle subject to temperature and mois- 
ture changes as possible, is deep as 
blackest night. If you like finish rath- 
er than wood, do not remove old paint 
from an antique. If the old finish is 
bearable, you will probably learn to 
like it very much. Of course if it 
happens to be drab, you will scrape 
with a sharp cabinet scraper until 
all of the old paint that is loose or 
crazing is removed. Wash the sur- 
face quickly with soap and water or 
a paint cleaner such as Soilax. Wash 
with turpentine. Then try some of 
the paint or varnish on a small un- 
important surface, to determine the 
effect and to make sure the new paint 
has an affinity for the old. TI have 
observed that if shellac was used in 
an old finish, it is likely to repel 
varnish, and vice versa. Since the 
varnish to be used in this kind of 
refinishing has to have covering abil- 
ity, use flat varnish, of the desired 
color, not clear rubbing varnish. Alu- 
minum paint is a good “primer” to 
use over old paint, as it seals well, 
provides good bond for finish paint, 
covers well, and blots out old colors 
beneath. 

No idle boast is that of many Amer- 
ican husbands that their wives run 
their homes. Feminine judgments are 
more delicate than male. But I ven- 
ture to think that matching of ele- 
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ments in the furnishing of a room 
often leads to monotony. Further, 
such matching is often impracticable, 
and it certainly often costs much 
money. I like to see in my own an- 
tiques the differences in color and 
character of grain that suggest where 
the trees grew from which they were 
made. 

To assist any reader who may wish 
to try to identify different kinds of 
pine in their “all old pine” collections, 
I list some helpful facts. Pine in 
most country-made New England an- 
tiques is either white or yellow pine. 
White or Soft Pine is pale yellow in 
color, easily worked because it is soft; 
its grain is flowing, and it is light in 
weight. Boards cut tangentially, as 
boards of necessity were cut by hand 
or with primitive machine saws, re- 
veal lovely, full curves, and plenty of 
knots. Yellow pine is harder, its 
grain is coarser, its curves not so full, 
and its color is golden yellow to deep 
ochre. It is heavier than white pine. 
The deep New England forests did 
not contain much yellow pine. The 
Red or Norway Pine stood in the 
primeval New England forests, and it 
was used, but except in Maine seem- 
ingly not as often as white pine. I 
think when an inforined person says 
an antique is made of New England 
pine, it should refer to white pine. . 

I have found many Pennsylvania 
country antiques made of red pine. 
This wood is heavier than either white 
or yellow pine. Both yellow and 
white pine were more extensively 
used in all the Middle Atlantic colo- 
nies. Also to judge by weight and 
appearance, pine boards sawn from 
the Georgia or Southern Yellow Pine 
found their way north at least as 
early as 1800, and it was used for 
vewter and bucket benches, for wash 
benches, and for milk cupboards and 
similar pieces. This heavy pine has 
a close grain; the wood is tough and 
strong, and it is the hardest of the 
pines. These qualities made it ideal 
for pieces used in the weather out- 
side a kitchen door, or in a spring 
house or lard kitchen. Georgia Pine 
weighs about 45 pounds to a cubic 
foot, and no maple, except slow 
growth Rock Maple is any heavier. 
I have never seen an antique that I 
was willing to aver was pre-Revolu- 
tionary that was made of this splen- 
did pine. I hasten to add that I have 
not been able to study many antiques 
of the South Atlantic colonies. 

In England pine trees are often 
called firs. In fact the species of 
pine native to Northern Europe is as 
often called Scotch Fir as Scotch 
Pine. . This wood was, of course, used 
for furniture from earliest years. 
Wood of the Scotch Pine is often re- 
ferred to as “deal.” The Oxford 
English Dictionary, an authority on 
antique and modern uses of words, 
says: ‘““The word deal was introduced 
with the importation of sawn boards 
from some Low German district from 
the year 1450), and as these consisted 
usually of fir or pine, the word was 
from the first associated with these 
kinds of wood.” Encyclopaedia Brit- 
tanica says: “Deal is strictly a term 
in carpentry or joinery for a sawn 
plank, usually of pine, or fir, 9 inches 
wide and 2 to 4% inches thick. The 
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word is also used more loosely of the 
timber from which such deals are 
cut; thus ‘white deal’ is used of the 
wood of the Norway Spruce, and ‘red 
deal’ of the Scotch Pine.” 

I have often heard experts in an- 
tiques assert of white pine pieces 
that seemed to have been made before 
1840 that these very likely are Amer- 
ican. i think this is true. I have 
never seen an antique of white, yel- 
low, or Georgian pine that was not 
very evidently American in origin. 

I hope | have suggested that pines 
of all kinds gave our forefathers very 
interesting, handsome woods to fash- 
ion into furniture worth pining for!

New 
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SAMPLERS 


By ALLIS M. 


THE Encyclopedia Brittanica de- 
fines a sampler as a “model or pattern 
to be copied, particularly a small rec- 
tangular piece of embroidery worked 
on canvas or other material, as a 
pattern or example of a beginner’s 
skill in needlework, as a means of 
teaching the stitches.” In colonial 
times samplers were known as sam- 
pleths, saumplers, sam-cloths and 
sampleres. As souvenirs of needle- 
work of our fore-mothers, samplers 
are the best preserved and most un- 
iversal and are much prized by 
collectors as well as being cherished 
family heirlooms handed down from 
colonial days, as well as pre-colonial 
times of European origin. 

The earliest sampler in existence is 
dated 1643 and is in the Victoria & 


HUTCHINGS 


Albert Museum in South Kensington, 
England. The long and narrow sam- 
plers are undoubtedly older than those 
more nearly square. The sampler was 
a sort of needlework horn book, usu- 
ally containing the alphabet, a verse 
having a moral tendency, or a Bible 
quotation, the name and date, as well 
as decorations of impossible birds, ani- 
mals and human beings. Trees and 
flowers in classic urns, and borders 
reminiscent of motives used in Gre- 
cian temples and scrolls of ancient de- 
sign are often used. 

Among the souvenirs of yesteryears 
at Mission Inn, at Riverside, Califor- 
nia, is a sampler of particular dis- 
tinction. It measures 10% inches by 
18 inches and is dated 1749. Years 
ago it was carefully framed under

The inscription or dedication starts 
at the top, just below the leaf design 
border, and is as follows: 

“Next unto God, dear Parents 

I address myself to you 

In humble thankfullness f 

ur all your care and cha 

rge of me bestowed, the mea 

ns of learning unto me alo 

wd—Go on, I pray, and let me 

still pursue those golden 

arts the vulgar never kne” 

The young miss who wielded the 
needle of this sampler seemed adverse 
to leaving any space at the ends of 
the lines so that some words are di- 
vided not by syllables and others have 
not sufficient letters to be correctly 
spelled. 


The next section of the sampler is 
topped by a band in Gothic design. 
Below birds and prim looking trees 
are done in pink, blue, and green, 
quite faded, after two centuries. 

The young sewer voiced a personal 
plea in the next lines: 


“T am but young in art and can- 
not show such lines or I unto your 
goodness owe, but please to smile 
upon my best endeavors: [I'll 
strive to mend and be obedient 
ever.” 


Prominent in the section immedi- 
ately below are a man and woman 
carrying a burden between them, and 
flanked on each side by flowers in a 
pot and a very formal tree. This 
sampler seems to be such a personal 
one, it might be possible that the 
august couple portrayed are the “dear 
Parents.” On the other hand the ad- 
monition directly below might be for 
the world in general and not to august 
parents in particular, as it reads, 

“Remember time will come when 

we must live to account to God 

how we on earth had lived.” 

The embroidered signature in the 
line below is “Mary Prichard her sam- 
ple aged nine years 1749.” 

As for Mary Prichard, she was of 
the Jones family, famous for its 
Admiral, John Paul Jones (1747- 
1792). He was born in Kirkbean, 
Scotland, and when twelve years old 
was apprenticed to a shipmaster and 
taken to Virginia. In 1775 he was 
given a commission from the Contin- 
ental Congress in the new Continental 
Navy. Noted on the board which 
backs Mary’s needlework is ‘Made 
by Mary Prichard 1749, owned by her 
great grandchild Mary Ellis Jones. 
Came into her possession in 1847.” 
The sampler was presented to the 
Mission Inn collections by Captain 
Rudolph Smale, who like John Paul 
Jones, has sailed many seas, during 
his eventful career. His wife, Julia 
Lawrence Jones Smale, was a direct 
descendent of the distinguished Ad- 
miral. 

The verse which Mary Prichard ad- 
dressed to her “dear Parents” is not 
original. This same wording seems to 
have had great popularity for genera- 
tions as the same verse has been found 
on an English sampler in Kensington 
Museum. Mary’s sampler was prob- 
ably done in Scotland. 
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Another sampler, dated 1790, in 
Salem, and another in Dorchester, 
Mass., dated 1802, and one of 1813 
made by a Boston miss, all have the 
same inscription. 

There is no alphabet in Mary Pri- 
chard’s sampler, but in the Inn’s col- 
lections there is one of unusual in- 
terest from Spain, containing three 
alphabets in various colors and styles 
of lettering. The sampler is of fine 
linen, 15% inches square. The alpha- 
bets form a border around three and 
one-half sides of it, with the signa- 
ture “Casimina” completing the fourth 
side. There is no date, but its age is 
undoubtedly well over one hundred 
and fifty years. The center motive 
of the square is the double headed 
eagle of Charles Fifth, a design most 
popular in Spanish art. The wings 
of the bird are outspread and a pon- 
derous crown is suspended just over 
its two heads. Scattered about are 
smaller designs—a Spanish galleon, a 
castle tower of Castile, the pome- 
granate of Granada, birds, and Moor- 
ish looking urns with flowers. Casimi- 
na’s sampler seems very impersonal 
with its symbols of Spain and one 
wonders if her exquisite needlework 
was not learned in some convent and 
not under the eyes of a strict parent. 

Another interesting sampler at Mis- 
sion Inn is of linen scrim, 18 inches 
across by 11 inches high. The only 
color used is red in the silk thread. 
The grape leaf border is gracefully 
and expertly done. There are three 
complete alphabets, one in flowing 
type with flourishes, one in block let- 
ters, and a third in cross stitch letter- 
ing. There are numbers also, one 
to nought, which are not always found 
on samplers. Lillian Brown is the 
name of the child who made it and shal 
registers herself at the Convent of 
the Cross, Ryde. Investigation as to 
Ryde disclosed that it is on the Isle of 
Wight off the English coast. 

The various stitches used on sam- 
plers and other embroideries had 
names which now mean nothing to 
modern needle wielders. John Taylor 
in his “Praise of the Needle,” 1640, 
relates 

“For tent-worke, Rais’d-worke, Laid- 

worke, Frost-woke, net-worke, 

Most curious Purls, or rare Ital- 

ian Cut-worke, 

Fine Ferne-stitch, Finny-stitch, 

New-stitch and Chain-stitch, 

Brave Bred-stitch, Fisher-stitch, 

Irish-stitch, and Queen-stitch, 

The Spanish-stitch, Rosemary-stitch 

and Mouse-stitch, 

The smarting Whip-stitch, Back- 

stitch and the Cross -stitch, 

All these are good, and these we 

must allow, 

And these are everywhere in prac- 

tise now.” 

One wonders in what form the dili- 
gence of the little girls of today will 
be handed down to future generations. 
The sewing machines have certainly 
lessened the urge for fine needlework - 
among the younger generation. Per- 
haps the ability of the young miss of 
today to use a typewriter and to un- 
derstand other machines of this me- 
chanical] age will be more of a herit- 
age than making samplers! 
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WHO WAS WILLIAM SAVERY?

ie! very much is to be learned 
of this great Philadelphia cabi- 
net maker who, in most books cover- 
ing American furniture of the per- 
iod around 1780-1800, gets little more 
than a mere mention. 

His name is usually coupled with 
that of the talented Scotchman, Dun- 
can Phyfe, who came to New York 
about 1790, three years after Savery’s 
death at the age of 65. Phyfe pro- 
ceeded to build up a furniture busi- 
ness that in time required the ser- 
vices of a hundred workmen and he 
died in 1854, leaving half a million 
dollars. Savery had prospered and 
left a good sized estate, but far short 
of Phyfe’s. 

Savery may be rated a close second 
to Phyfe in the quality of his pro- 
ducts and some authorities declare his 
work compares favorably with the 
best English pieces and is surpassed 
by Chippendale only at the latter’s 
best. 

William Savery was a Quaker and 
a citizen of some importance in Phil- 
adelphia and his furniture from the 
first appealed to his fellow Quakers. 
It was in his highboys that his artistic 
ability reached the top mark. 

Searce as his furniture is, a few 
pieces have been found bearing his 
cheaply printed label: 


All Sorts of Chairs and 
Joiners’ Work 
Made and Sold by 
WILLIAM SAVERY 
At the Sign of the 
Chair, a little be- 
low the Market in 
Second Street 
PHILADELPHIA 


The few authentic Savery pieces 
include chairs fashioned closely after 
Chippendale’s pier tables, a baptis- 
mal font and communion table in 
Christ Church, Philadelphia, high- 
boys such as one in the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, New York, where 
also are two dressing tables. The 
highboy mentioned has the typical 
cabriole legs and ball-and-claw feet. 
In the base unit are one long drawer 
and three short ones, the central one 
with shell and scroll] design. The up- 
per section has three long drawers, 
two of half-length and at the top 
three still shorter. All drawers are 
fitted with brass butterfly handles and 
keyhole. escutcheons. The whole is 
crowned with an elaborately designed 
and carved broken arch with flame 
finials at the sides. 

Other pieces considered to be 
Savery’s because of their similarity 
to his known work, comprise pie- 
crust tables, tea tables, tilt top ta- 
bles, high chests of drawers, arm 
chairs, desks and escritoires. 

The pieces definitely known to be 
Savery’s are practically priceless and 
are not found in the market save, and 
rarely, at important sales of collec- 


tions of American furniture, as at the 
highest class auction galleries of the 
Parke-Bernet type. 


All of Savery’s pieces show the 
Chippendale influence, with their cab- 
riole legs, ball-and-claw feet, carved 
skirts and aprons, foliated designs, 
hooded tops with broken pediments. 
Sometimes they are rather too ornate, 
but usually they are well balanced 
and in good proportion. 


Savery’s work was notable in that 
it kept away from the sometimes 
clumsy and massive construction of 
low four-posters, sleigh-beds, colonial 
bureaus, and chests and _ sideboards. 
And, of course, it antedated the sten- 
cil period which began about 1820. 
His eariiest work be‘itted his Quaker 
ancestry and was severely simple in 
design, but it is assumed that he 
gained much inspiration for his later 
and more ornamental work from 
Chippendale’s “Cabinet Maker’s Di- 
rectory,” published in London in 1752. 
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What Is Sterling Silver? 


What is “Sterling Silver’?, asked 
a reporter this week. That is a good 
question. 


All through the ages we have had 
references to gold and silver vessels. 
The Greek Homer refers to silver 
wine cups given as awards. Later, 
in the glory that was Rome, Horace 
writes of “homes that gleamed with 
silver.” 


The word “Sterling” is believed to 
be a contraction of the word “Easter- 
ling,” which was the name of a band 
of traders of the twelfth century, 
during the reign of Richard I. They 
came from the eastern part of Ger- 
many and in trading with the Eng- 
lish offered “Tokens” (pieces of metal 
corresponding to coins) in exchange 
for goods. These tokens were made 
of a silver alloy which was noted for 
its purity and the uniform high 
standard of 925/1000 fine, and were 
adopted by the English for use in 
commerce.

CHINA: The art of cloisonne work 
has been highly developed by the 
Chinese, and the collection of these 
cloisonne objects is quite a hobby 
with many people.

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POPLAR is not POPULAR! 


By BILL KANE 


OME months ago, according to an 
experienced judge of antiques, a 

fine corner cupboard of pine that a 
buyer in the mid-west had liked at 
first sight became hideous after a 
local authority on antiques said of it, 
“Oh, it’s a nice enough piece, but it’s 
poplar. See, there’s the tell-tale 
evidence, that green shimmer in the 
finish.” This corner cupboard is pine. 
The iridescent streaks were caused by 
careless use of wax with a petroleum 
base. 

A cabinet-maker in Ohio wrote an 
absurdly abusive letter to another 
seller of antiques because a small 
cherry table was as he said poplar. 
I saw this table. It is cherry, To be 
sure, some light sap wood as well as 
heart wood happened to have been 
used in a conspicuous place, and that 
fooled the cabinet-maker, for some- 
times the sap wood of poplar is no- 
toriously evident. 

A maple table with old-fashioned 
New England finish, the color a dingy 
brown, probably due to use of poor 
shellac improperly colored and 
thinned, a finish usual with New Eng- 
land antiques before the days of 
American varnish, this table of maple 
was called poplar by a well-meaning 
man. sh 

It has become a habit, I fear, 
among untutored identifiers of furni- 
ture woods to shriek poplar every 
time they see wood that is strange. 
Equally it has become a habit among 
some sellers of antiques to shrug 
shoulders mentally and say nothing 
when an untutored guesser looks at 
a well refinished piece made of poplar 
and pronounces it walnut, or pine, or 
satinwood, or canary wood, or even 
mahogany! 


As many available antiques are 
indubitably poplar, and there cer- 
tainly is nothing wrong with poplar 
as a furniture wood, buyers of an- 
tiques should be glad to have the 
murky atmosphere around that wood 
cleared by the presentation of some 
facts about it. 


The earliest dated antique I have 
ever owned is a dower chest dated 
1754, made of poplar. The old dec- 
oration, using tulips and hearts, the 
date and the owner’s name are in 
grand condition. The background 
paint has weathered away, but the 
wood is far from dotey. The out- 
standing quality of poplar is that it 
takes paint well. Its homogeneous 
structure, due to its rapid growth in 
mild temperate climes, accounts for 
this as well as for its softness and 
the ease with which it works, espe- 
cially into wide, thin panels. I think 
that many of the fine Pennsylvania 
Dutch dower chests and other deco- 
rated pieces that remain available are 
poplar. The painted dower chest in 
the Metropolitan Museum, in New 
York, is poplar. 


Here is a reassuring fact about 
poplar. I have never seen a repro- 
duction, either one deliberately made 
to fool or one made by a respectable 
maker of furniture, of poplar. The 
wood is not popular with racketeers 
in the shady fringes of the antiques 
business. These gentry regard ma- 
hogany and curly maple as more re- 
warding. 


In 1769, a book called “The Com- 
plete Farmer” had this to say: “The 
tulip tree...a native of North 
America is generally known through 
all the English settlements by the 
title of poplar.” To this day in the 
South Atlantic States the wood of the 
tulip tree is known as yellow poplar. 
I am quoting what F. Schuyler 
Mathews says in “Field Book of 
American Trees and Shrubs.” “Liri- 
odendron tulipifera, tulip tree, white 
wood, a large, handsome tree of great 
economic value, commonly 50 to 70 
and in woodlands occasionally 190 
feet high, with a trunk diameter of 8 
feet. .. . The wood is pale greenish 
or olive-toned buff with whiter sap- 
wood, light (25 pounds to the cubic 
foot), soft, close and straight in 
grain, easily worked, and it does not 
readily split, warp, or shrink. It is 
largely used for the interior finish 
of homes, for construction, cabinet 
work, boat-building, and wooden ware 
. . . The local name in the Carolinas 
is yellow poplar.” This is one vari- 
ety of wood that is properly and pop- 
ularly, and from the beginning of the 
white man in the United States, called 
poplar. And some of the antiques 
furniture of all of the colonies was 
made of tulip wood. This is the pop- 
lar most often met with by the col- 
lector of antique furniture. 


The tree first called poplar belongs 
to the populus family, and its line- 
age is old. As early as 1600, in Eng- 
land, this wood was used to make fine 
interior trim and to panel walls. It 
was also used for furniture and was 
known as canary wood. The Oxford 
English Dictionary quotes a refer- 
ence to the wood, in 1387, under the 
title “populer”! As early as 1382 
common folk in England called it 
popple. Today descendants of those 
Englishmen, in the hills of New 
Hampshire, call the tree “popple.” 
Though I have been looking closely 
at’ antiques since 1917, I have never 
seen a piece that I was convinced 
was of New England origin that was 
made of poplar. When you get into 
southern New York, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania, fine old pieces are read- 
ily discovered that are poplar of the 
populus rather than the tulip wood 
variety. 


Mathews says this of Poplar: 
“American aspen, a rather small tree 
. . - 80 to 40 and sometimes 60 feet 
high, with a trunk diameter of 20 
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inches. . . . The wood is pale brown 
and nearly white, soft, weak, and not 
durable exposed to the weather; it is 
used considerably for the interior fin- 
ish of houses.” ... This poplar is 
heavier than tulip wood; it weighs 
about 85 pounds to the cubic foot. 
Also this tree sometimes has more 
variety to the grain, and I have seen 
boards sawn from poplar cut in rocky 
woodland that was curly! Further I 
have seen poplar that was hard, 
rather than soft, and strong rather 
than weak, because the tree grew 
slowly in an unfavorable environ- 
ment. 


I have been asked why poplar some- 
times becomes fuzzy when old paint 
is removed. Sometimes I think that 
lye or a strong alkaline paint remover 
raises the grain of many soft woods, 
especially if it is not handled swiftly. 
Sometimes I think that the stain or 
filler or priming coat used when the 
poplar was first painted is responsible. 
If you have a good piece of furniture, 
and the old finish is bearable, my 
advice is to leaveit. Especially nand- 
some in my estimation is faded old 
red barn paint on antiques of the 
provincial sort. I am happy to see a 
growing fad, even in swanky New 
York apartments, that calls for old 
red barn paint on original condition 
antiques. But if poplar is to be 
cleaned of its old finish, I suggest 
careful use of a sharp cabinet-scraper. 


I have found a penetrating water 
soluble stain gives good results in re- 
finishing poplar. Then rub in quickly 
a number of coats of pure, not syn- 
thetic, shellac, thinned with wood al- 
cohol, then beeswax dissolved in tur- 
pentine, then a final coat of rubbing 
varnish. 

I leave to last consideration the 
most obvious reasons for the unpop- 
ularity of poplar. It is easy to con- 
fuse it with some kinds of pine, and 
it is easy for an unscrupulous person 
to make poplar look like other woods, 
especially walnut and maple. 

Is there a sure way to recognize 
poplar? After one has seen the wood 
a certain number of times, one’s nose 
becomes acute, and you can’t miss it 
at first sight, no matter how it is 
finished, unless of course every part 
of a piece of furniture has been heav- 
ily painted. But if a bit of unpainted 
wood is available, moisten the wood 
and try to make a cut with the thumb 
nail. If the nail cuts easily into the 
wet wood, it is probably poplar. 

Keep in mind, too, some of poplar’s 
aliases. It is called soft wood by 
many experienced buyers of antiques. 
It is called cucumber wood, because 
of its texture, by others. It is called 
canary wood, because it often has 
that soft yellowish green of the bird’s 
feathers. It is called satin wood, be- 
cause of its deep soft look and feel 
when finished by a professional hand. 

If you want an old piece of furni- 
ture to decorate, go for poplar. If 
you see a Pennsylvania Dutch dower 
chest, corner cupboard, wall cupboard, 
cupboard sink, or water bench of 
poplar, don’t hesitate to buy it. Pop- 
lar is the wood that the sturdy, forth- 
right Swede, Huguenot, Swiss, Eng- 
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lish, Welsh, Dutch and German col- 
onist found ready to his hands when 
he got to the grant he had taken up 
in Penn’s Woods. It is certainly well 
to get acquainted with the wood, so 
that you know what you are buying. 
But don’t let the mere word “poplar” 
prejudice you, confuse your judg- 
ment, and keep you from acquiring 
desirable antiques.

Imperial Robes as 


Beautiful as Paintings 


A collection of imperial robes of 
the Manchu court of China recently 
placed on display in the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art are comparable to 
beautiful paintings. Arranged on 
terraces that line walls of galleries 
painted in startling Chinese colors, 
the robes are posed on armatures so 
that they assume dramatic positions 
and give a general effect of rooms 
full of splendidly imperial and on the 
whole cheerful apparitions. Foot- 
lights and spotlights heighten this 
effect. 

By tracing developments in de- 
signs, in the sequence of wave and 
cloud forms, in the use of various 
symbols of rank and of dragons, 
mountains and pine trees, scholars 
have been able to attribute various 
robes to the proper time of one or 
another of the emperors of the Ch’ing 
dynasty of Manchu rulers, of whom 
there were ten. It is conceded that 
the needleworkers were not only 
skilled in the art of blending colors, 
and the production of a picture and 
story, but that they were also 
scholars. 


These hundreds of robes from the 
Forbidden City are in the possession 
of the western world because, during 
trouble in China in 1924, bandits 
robbed the tombs of~the ancient Pe- 
king emperors and eunuchs and sol- 
diers rifled the palace storage rooms 
so that royal trappings began shortly 
thereafter to appear in common shops. 
Alan Priest describes this situation in 
a foreword to the Museum publica- 
tion, “Costumes from the Forbidden 
City”: 

“From 1925 to 1928 the Peking 
market was as full of court robes as 
Boston Common was full of sparrows. 
In 1929 the market was full of K’ang 
Hsi theatre robes, reported (gossip 
and hearsay) to have come down 
from Jehol. These things came upon 
the market in spates and gobbets, 
and it would seem as if a huge K’ang 
Hsi storage had been tapped.” 

Various collectors from the United 
States who were in China at the time, 
bought many of the robes.

GERMAN STONEWARE 


By VERNON VARICK 


STONEWARE which is distinguished 
by its vitrified fracture, although 
long known in the East, does not ap- 
pear in Europe until between the 
13th and 15th centuries. The credit 
of instituting the fabrication of this 
ware in Europe has generally been 
accorded to Germany. We find it 
throughout the provinces of the Rhine 
at a very early period, and it prob- 
ably passed down the Rhine to Hol- 
land and thence to England. 


The name of the beautiful and un- 
fortunate Jacqueline of Bavaria, 
Countess of Hainault and Holland, is 
connected with the making of stone- 
ware by a very curious tradition. 
Jacqueline was the daughter of Wil- 
liam IV., Count of Hainault and Hol- 
land. She married John, Duke of 
Brabant. This was the beginning of 
her troubles. A jealous and disap- 
pointed suitor, John of Bavaria, Bish- 
op of Liege, marched against Holland, 
and having compelled the countess to 
nominate him as her successor, bribed 
her husband to transfer to him the 
management of her estates for a term 
of years. The Countess in disgust 
appealed to Rome for a divorce and 
when it was not granted fled to Eng- 


land. In England her beauty capti- 
vated the Duke of Gloucester, who 
espoused her cause as a preliminary 
to espousing herself. Gloucester 
marched against Brabant, who, as- 
sisted by his cousin of Burgundy, 
defeated the invader. Gloucester then 
deserted Jacqueline, fled to England, 
and took a less involved bride. The 
countess in the meantime was im- 
prisoned; but she escaped, and on the 
death, in 1425, of the Bishop of Liege, 
resumed her rightful position. Fur- 
ther relief came with the death of 
her husband, but she was involved 
in a struggle with Burgundy and was 
forced to declare the duke of Bur- 
gundy her heir. This duke who is 
known in history as Philip the Good 
was very much annoyed when Jacque- 
line contracted a second marriage. 
He would have executed this second 
husband if the Countess had not 
turned over all her estates to Bur- 
gundy. In 1483, Jacqueline retired to 
the Castle of Teylingen. In 1436, 
she died at the age of 36. 


The Countess had resided at Tey- 
lingen in 1424 after escaping from 
imprisonment at Ghent and at both 
periods of residence there she amused 
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herself with supervising the work at 
the stoneware works, even fashioning 
some of the vessels with her own 
dainty hands. After they were made 
it is said that they were thrown into 
the moat so “that in after ages they 
might be deemed works of antiquity.” 
This was not the real reason that 
“Vrouw Jacoba’s Kannetjes” have 
been found in the moat. It was an 
old custom among the Germans to 
keep a toast from future impurity 
by throwing away the vessels in which 
it was drunk. None of the relics 
found at Teylingen were decorated. 

The pots known as “Greybeards” 
belong to the class known as common 
stoneware. They received their name 
from the bearded heads moulded on 
the necks. Many of these, though 
well formed, are rudely ornamented, 
and are of a very coarse composition. 
The finer ware, which was made after 
the beginning of the 16th century, 
may be divided into two classes, the 
first or older type belonging exclu- 
sively to the 16th century, is of a 
gray white or pale yellow, while the 
later type, which is still made, is of 
a bluish and gray tint. This is the 
ware called “Gres de Flandre,” al-

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though it is purely a German fabrica- 
tion. The canettes, or tall cups, of a 
nearly cylindrical shape, sloping 
slightly inward toward the top, and 
belonging to the first type of yellow- 
ish white stoneware, are very elegant 
in form and are ornamented with 
reliefs of scriptural subjects or her- 
aldic devices. These reliefs were made 
from wooden moulds and were admi- 
rably executed. 


The Bavarian town of Creussen 
made a peculiar stoneware which was 
ornamented with colored reliefs. Of 
this we have samples in the “Apostle” 
mugs, so called from the reliefs sur- 
rounding them, and in a series of 
jugs with hunting scenes. These types 
belong to the 17th century. 

It is well known that Bottcher, the 
Saxon, was the European discoverer 
of true kaolinic natural porcelain. In 
the course of his experiments in 1708, 
Bottcher had the furnace filled with 
trial pieces, which were fired for sev- 
eral days before a piece was with- 
drawn. A teapot was at length taken 
out and thrown into cold water. It 
was not porcelain, however, but a 
red stoneware, very hard, with a 
metallic ring when struck. It was 
called “red porcelain,’ probably to 
suit the wishes of the experimenter 
and his royal patron.

THE TOWN of Sandwich on Cape 
Cod, known to collectors of Ameri- 
cana as the home of antique glass, 
lives today in the reflected glory of 
its own past. Where once every man 
and boy worked twelve hours a day 
at his job of glass-making, and no 
man was idle, the town goes quietly 
about its daily tasks, after taking the

To students of history, the Town of 
Sandwich less than 30 miles from 
historical Plymouth, has a value of 
its own aside from glass. One histor- 
ian has written “With all the import- 
ant things that Sandwich has stood 
for in the past it took glass, just 
glass, to put it on the map,” They 
would prefer to tell you about the 
“Ten Men of Saugus” who made it 
a day’s walk from Plymouth on April 
23rd, 1637. There to settle and estab- 
lish a small dynasty of their own, to 
build homes and churches, to make 
salt, to train and send their men and 
boys to the farthest corners of the 
Seven Seas. 


But the glass industry did come to 
Sandwich in a big way and brought 
a new kind of prosperity. Deming 
Jarves came, he saw, he conquered. 
It took a man of his caliber, of fore- 
sight as ‘well as genius, to see in 
Sandwich, its location and natural re- 
sources, a perfect setting for an in- 
dustry that was still new in the 
country. 


Its possibilities came to his atten- 
tion while cruising the channels of 
Cape Cob Bay on a duck-hunting 
trip, so the story goes. Apparently 
the ducks were flying high or not fly- 
ing at all that day, and the active 
mind of the man was oaught with the 
fancy of a glass factory of his own. 


It was the policy of the time, in 
the glass industry, for a group of 
business or professional men to invest 
their financial resources, without 
having a knowledge of the details of 
actual manufacturing process. For 
this they engaged a man of ex- 
perience—an agent or manager. 
Jarves’s successful management of 
the New England Glass Company 
(Cambridge) was to give him the 
needed groundwork and confidence in 
his own ability, without which he 
could scarcely have hoped to succeed 
in creating a new enterprise. 


In this quiet spot, Deming Jarves 
saw his opportunity for setting up a 
factory in which to manufacture his 
own product. So much timber meant 
cheap fuel for the furnaces. The 
channels, leading to the bay and 
thence to the ocean, offered easy 
transportation to Boston, and there 
was the possibility that Cape Cod’s 
white sand might prove valuable for 
glass-making. Though the experi- 
ment of the sand was only a dream, 
quickly recognized for what it was, 
the factory became an actuality. The 
granite sand from. the Berkshires 
was to prove much better for his 
purpose, and later Staten Island and 
New Jersey sand came to be used ex- 
ew and Cape Cod sand not at 
all. 


History tells us that after purchas- 
ing 300 acres of timber land, he called 
a meeting of the citizens and asked 
for their cooperation. He told them in 
glowing terms of the prosperity that 
would come to Sandwich and prom- 
ised them wages up to $2.50 per day. 
That was high for the time and place, 
even though twelve hours was the 
usual day’s work. 


With the help of the townspeople, 
Deming Jarves’s dream materialized. 
The factory ‘was built on the edge of 
the marshes, close to the channel of

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the bay, so that small boats could 
approach the factory landing at high 
tide. In time he built a small railroad 
with horse-drawn cars to connect with 
the packet from Boston to carry his 
incoming materials and his out-going 
casks of glass. Hundreds of tons of 
marsh grass were cut and dried for 
packing the glass. 


There are many tales of his con- 
flicts with shipping men. Once, during 
an altercation over freight charges, 
he threatened to build his own ship, 
when someone remarked that the 
acorn had not yet been planted that 
would grow the oak to furnish wood 
for the enterprize. Not to be dis- 
mayed, he proceeded to build a 
sturdy, sea-worthy vessel and named 
it the “Acorn”. In 1834, he built a 
schooner for carrying both freight 
and passengers and called it the 
“Sandwich”. Two years later the 
steam railway, Old Colony, came to 
the town. 


During the more than 60 years of 
the company’s life, the streets of the 
town knew a continued activity. At 
all hours of the day, ox-drawn carts 
‘were seen lumbering through the 
streets carrying the timber for the 
furnaces. It required 50 yokes of oxen 
to draw 3000 cords of wood annually. 
As the furnaces were never allowed 
to go out, the factory was run night 
and day. It was a familiar sound at 
night to hear the voice of the watch- 
man calling the glass workers to duty 
on the night shift, “Come to work. 
Come to work, Come to work”. 


On July 4th, 1825, the first glass 
was blown from an eight-pot furnace. 
Many people had gathered to watch 
the experiment, but the results were 
far from expectations, and the doors 
were closed on the public. Charles 
Lapham was’ the workman to 
‘“‘gather” the first piece of glass. 
Through this initial attempt ‘was con- 
sidered a failure, it was not to be in- 
dicative of later results. 


The first year brought such success 
to the Sandwich factory that Deming 
Jarves saw the need for expansion 
and added capitol, and the Sandwich 
Manufacturing Company with Dem- 
ing Jarves owner, was to become the 
Boston & Sandwich Glass Factory, 
with Deming Jarves Agent. It was 
necessary to call in the capitalists 
from Boston. They saw that his work 
was good and his prospects promising 
enough for their financial backing, 
and with their investment went his 
control of the company. 

Though actual ownership had 
slipped from his hands, Jarves con- 
centrated his every effort on making 
the company an ever bigger and bet- 
ter one. His original intention of 
making only clear glass was changed 
after the first year to include many 
varieties of colored glass, for which 
there was an ever increasing demand. 
As few factories of that time made 
little beside window glass, bottles, 
and beads, a fine grade of hollowware 
for table use found a ready market. 

Seeking always to produce the best 
in his line, Jarves imported expert 
workmen from England, Germany, 
and Belgium. One, Rice Harris, was 
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brought from England to teach the 
Sandwich workmen some of the finer 
points of the trade, and for six 
months’ service received $5000 and 
expenses. The advent of the much 
prized opal glass was credited to 
this period. Beautiful shades of gold 
ruby—gold coins were _ actually 
melted in the batch—amber, ame- 
thyst, black, white, canary colored 
glass, with many shades of green and 
blue were produced and improved 
through the years. Sandwich became 
famous for its unusually fine clear 
flint glass, and no better colored glass 
was to be found anywhere in the 
country. 


The Boston & Sandwich Glass 
Company became famous the world 
over, and an extensive export trade 
kept the factories humming day and 
night. In addition to this, the needs of 
the local trade occupied an important 
place in Jarves’s mind. His versatility 
ran the gamut fron cheap lamp chim- 
neys for every dav use to the most 
elaborate crystal chandeliers for New 
York and Washington homes of 
wealth and distinction. It is reported 
that Sandwich glass took the popular 
fancy at the Philadelphia Centennial 
in 1876, at which time cup plates and 
other items of beautiful glass were 
sent to Queen Victoria. 


So much prosperity was bound to 
have a direct bearing on the town 
and raise the standard of living of its 
inhabitants. As business increased 
workers were imported from outside 
the locality—many of foreign birth. 
The company built comfortable 
homes for its men, and convenient 
stores for their use. Jarves, like 
Stiegel of Pennsylvania fame, was a 
pioneer of his time in considering the 
needs of his workmen and _ their 
families, and in striving to better 
their conditions. Thru good times and 
bad he kept the factory running to 
capacitv, so no one suffered from lack 
of work and a steady income. During 
depression periods when business was 
slack, as many as 17000 boxes and 
casks of glass were made and stored 
in his warehouse. The men _ were 
allowed to experiment in their spare 
time with company tools and ma- 
terials. In this way, new improve- 
ments were produced and accepted 
and the men paid accordingly.

There were agitators in those days 
and labor trouble, fomented by the 
few. During the depression directly 
preceding 1888, when production was 
far in excess of orders, Jarves asked 
his men to add a few more pieces of 
glass to a “move” (a certain number 
of moves constituted a day’s work) 
instead of cutting wages. Although 
he warned them that, if his fires were 
allowed to zo out his charter would 
be terminated, his request was re- 
fused, Because of this, the factory 
was closed on January 2nd, 1888. 


Since that day ‘others have en- 
deavored to manufacture glass in the 
old factory, but each attempt has met 
with failure. A few years later the 
Cape Cod Glass Works was built a 
few short blocks away, but failed 
without having attained any degree 
of success. Some of these later build- 
ing standing though the original 
glass factory buildings have been 
torn down and its broken bricks mix- 
ed with bits of colored glass, returned 
to the soil. 


Massachussetts Institute of Tech- 
nology has given honor to Sandwich 
through the reconstruction of the old 
glass works in miniature. Much time 
and effort in reseach was devoted to 
the project. M. I. T.’ experts gave 
their best efforts to the work, and the 
result was a complete and accurate 
reproduction in every detail, drawn to 
the scale of one inch to the foot. It is 
7% feet long with the workmen from 
five to six inches tall. 

To add an atmosphere of reality to 
the interior, lights were placed within 
the furnaces to “suggest realistically 
that the place was going full blast. 
Men are blowing glass into-moulds—. 
An apprentice boy is removing gob- 
lets from the annealing oven, under 
the eyes of a foreman who has a set 
of sideburns as fascinating as one 
could find in any album in the land. 

“When it came to producing the 
tiny goblets, the Corning Glass Com- 
any was called upon. M. J. T. reason- 
ed that a company capable of pro- 
ducing the world’s largest lense 
would be ingenious enough to produce 
the world’s smallest goblets—about 
big enough to hold a_ beautiful 
maiden’s tear—not more than two 
tears at most. Rumor has it that the 
president of Corning called in the 
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vice president, cited the measure- 
ments, thumped his desk and. por- 
pounded the theory that there was 
the chance for all of them to make a 
reputation in the glass business.” 


Present day Sandwich presents a 
calm exterior to the world. The 
townspeople accept with tolerance the 
presence of the regular summer re- 
sidents, and appear to miss very little 
the tourists and collectors seeking 
“finds”, whose ranks have becn thinn- 
ed in the past few years by the prob- 
lem of transportation. 


Tradition holds a high place in the 
regard of the older inhabitants, some 
of whom are descended from the 
glass workers of earlier days. Worthy 
of mention among these is Mrs. John 
Chipman, grandaughter of Charles 
Lapham, whose home contains many 
beautiful and unusal pieces of old 
Sandwich glass. She is the proud pos- 
sessor of the clear glass epergne, 
‘which modelled for the picture in the 
Frank Chipman .book on old glass. 


Sandwich has been highlighted in 
many of the historical books that 
have been written about Cape Cod, 
and its places of historical interest 
have been carefully preserved. 


Jarves Street, connecting the new 
and the old routes through Sandwich 
to Provincetown, is the main street of 
the town, where housewives meet of 
a morning for gossip and marketing. 
Here stands the old Jarves home, a 
square Victorian-type of house, set 
well back from the street with tall 
old elms to lend it grace. However, 
hurricanes of recent years have taken 
a heavy toll of these old elms that 
stood for so many years like stately 
inverted feather dusters. 

Though the Jarves house is revered 
for its traditions, another house lays 
claim to a more remote antiquity— 
the Hoxie house, on Shawme Lake, 
just “up the road a piece” and ’round 
the corner from the Town Hall and 
the Museum. In close proximity to 
these two buildings is the most out- 
standing edifice of the town—the 
Congregational church with its love- 
ly Christopher Wren spire, a worthy 
subject for the many artists who 
come each summer to paint it. On a 
sunny day when its outlines are re- 
flected in the nearby lake, it makes a 
pleasing picture without any em- 
bellishments of the imagination. 

In structures such as these, and in 
the fine old homes, Sandwich has re- 
tained much of the dignity of the 
days gone by. Its public buildings, 
such as the school, library, and bank, 
are modern and adequate. The only 
inn is named for Daniel Webster, 
who, like Deming Jarves, Grover 
Cleveland, Joseph Jefferson, and 


- other prominent peop'e of the time, 


came to Sandwich frequently for rest 
and recreation. 

Among its present local celebrities, 
Sandwich may claim authors and art- 
ists. One, a designer of interpretive 
jewelrv, modeling her pieces after 
true Cape Cod subjects, and using 
bits of shaped and colored Sandwich 
glass in place of precious stones. Mrs. 
Hazel French has taken prizes in 
Paris for her originality of design 
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skill of workmanship, and has had 
her work on display in the Museum 
of Art in Boston. From the gold ruby, 
she fashions a bracelet or chain, a 
locket or pin in cranberry design. As 
the peacock-sapphire suggests the 
sea, she designs articles containing 
pieces of this glass in the forms of 
gulls, fish, waves, etc. For warmth 
and interest she frequently combines 
several metals, as gold, silver, and 
copper. Mrs. French actually makes 
her jewelry as well as designs it. 

A painting of the old Sandwich fac- 
tory as it was in 1854, done with 
photographic accuracy, copied from 
old photographs, was presented to the 
town in 1938 and now occupies a 
place of honor in the Town Hall. Mr. 
John Stone, a retired designer of 
commercial jewelry, who spends his 
leisure time with canvas and brush 
recording historical buildings and 
scenes, is the artist responsible for 
this work. 
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In 1925, when the one hundredth 
anniversary of the founding of the 
glass factory was celebrated, Mr. 
George Burbank, who is a charter 
member of the Historical Society and 
for many years its treasurer, wrote 
the history of the glass company in a 
lengthy poem commemorating Dem- 
ing Jarves and his work, which was 
published by the Cape Cod Magazine. 
Mr. Burbank may well be termed the 
town’s historian, as he helped compile 
the program with its historical 
sketches and dates, for the tercenten- 
ary of the Town of Sandwich from 
1639 to 1939, for the celebration in 
August of the latter year. 

The home of Mrs. Carrie Boyden 
has become in recent years the re- 
pository of most of the period 
costumes of the town. Some of them 
have been used as models in compil- 
ing a book on period costumes, which 
has been accepted as authentic and 
much used by theatres. One or two

of the most outstanding of these are 
destined for a permanent home in the 
New York Metropolitan Museum of 
Art. Mrs. Boyden also has a supply 
of clippings extending into the past, 
and some pictures which were used 
by M. I. T’s experts when searching 
for factual material in regard to the 
old Sandwich glass factory. 


One of the noteworthy achieve- 
ments of the Historical Society of 
Sandwich is the maintaining of the 
museum. It has perhaps the most 
complete collection of unusual Sand- 
wich glass articles to be found any- 
where. So many and varied are its 
items that a complete description 
would fill a book. To mention only a 
few, perhaps the oldest piece of Sand- 
wich glass in existence, is a Beehive 
sugar bowl made in 1829 by William 
Kern, as a wedding present for his 
sister Catherine, and now in the show 
cases of the museum. A lantern with 
a ruby globe which was carried in the 
Lincoln election parade is a rare 
item. Ruby globes for railroad lan- 
terns were among the most common 
and useful items made by the glass 
factory. Elaborate clear glass chali- 
ces of intricate design, candle sticks 
and large crosses in a variety of 
colors made mainly for church use, 
may be seen there. 


Among the smaller items there are 
tiny books in colors, canes of clear 
glass with centers of air twist in 
colors, a unique bird’s drinking fount- 
ain, cigar holders with applied de- 
corations in colors, glass rolling pins, 
door knobs and drawer pulls in floral 
designs, clear and opalescent. Slender 
goblets of the most delicate air twist 
stand beside slender tumblers, thread- 
ed in colors. The little bear pomade 
jars, with hinged heads, which came 
in shades of deep amethyst, amber, 
blue, black, and white, and seldom 
seen in shops now, were a common 
item in their heyday, and filled with 
pomade probably sold for about 25c. 
They are now collectors’ items. 


On one wall of the museum near 
the entrance is a map of Cape Cod, 
made with fragments of colored glass 
from the old factory, a color to a 
county or township. Fragments of 
all the types of glass made locally 
have been preserved. It makes com- 
parison possible when seeking to 
identify true Sandwich colors. Frag- 
ments have been put to other uses as 
well. Scarcely a house in the town 
but has accumulated a few bright 
pieces. They are usually kept in clear 
glass containers, in water, and set 
before a sunny window to catch the 
light. 

In recent years, to search about 
the grounds of the old factory for 
broken pieces of pattern glass or 
chips of colored glass, was a plea- 
sant pastime for a summer’s after- 
noon. Now, if one were to disregard 
the “No trespassing” signs, the best 
that could be found would be a few 
broken bricks from the old floors and 
walls splashed with a thin coating of 
opalescent or milk white glass, the 
only present indication of a once- 
active industry. though visual proof 
of the factory has disappeared, it has 
become a legend in the town.

The Medley

The auctioneer’s voice rose and fell: 

“What am I offered, ladies and gen- 
tlemen, what am I offered, for this 
old family portrait? Nothing like it 
in your home today, I’ll warrant. A 
chance to acquire an aristocratic 
ancestor—” 

There was a snicker from the aud- 
ience as the portrait came into full 
view, with ancient styled dress and 
stiff pose 

“A quarter” came the bid from a 
hardy soul. The auctioneer paused 
for a second’s reproachful glance, and 
hurried on— 

“A quarter I’m bid, a quarter, 
who'll make it 50 cents, No ? 40? 
No—30? SOLD at a quarter to— 
what’s the name? All right, (to the 
clerk) note it down And now—” 

Family traditions, family legends, 
years of toil and adversity, ending 
perhaps with triumph and a brief 
period of ease on the west coast, were 
going under the auctioneer’s hammer 
that day. 

It was on such a day that I acquir- 
ed the second specimen I ever had 
seen of the “medley” that grotesque 
example of middle class culture which 
was so common in the seventies. 

Only a year before I had seen the 
first example of the kind, in a filling 
station in Springfield, Ill. Unable to 
determine what it was all about, I 
called my mother in to look at it. Her 
eyes lighted in recogifition. 

“Why that’s a medley”, she explain- 
ed in pleasure equal to that of 
meeting an old friend. “Back in the 
seventies and eighties they were a 
very popular bit of family culture. 
The Medley is assembled by cutting 
illustrations from old magazines and 
pasting them together on a _back- 
ground. You’ll find all the publica- 
tions of those days represented.” 

We drove on, continuing our 
modern tracing of the footsteps of 
those hardy 49’ers making their way 
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to the California coast. But the mem- 
ory stayed with me and here was a 
similar picture before me, the crowd 
looking at it in a temporary daze, no- 
body bidding. It was no trick to buy 
it, and I carried it out, somewhat 
sheepishly, I will admit. 

But when I got it home, I examined 
it more carefully. 

It was dusty and I took the entire 
assembly apart to clean it, frame, 
glass and picture, including the 
“stuffing which held the picture firm- 
ly against the glass. 

I found I had acquired a relic of 
the travels, changing fortunes, and 
eventual destination of one of the 
many American families who spend 
their lives amassing a competence 
in the middle west, to end their 
days in California. 

“Fronie Hutchinson’s Medley, Mar- 
ion, Iowa, 1872” was the legend 
underneath the picture, appropriately 
ornamented with the heavy and light 
pen strokes of the old fashioned and 
ornate handwriting of the day. 

And such a picture! 

I counted at least 23 separate 
themes in the assembly, principally 
children with pets. 

There was one showing a discon- 
solate boy sulking in a _ corner, 
apparently underground punishment, 
while a quaint dressed girl with 
ornate lace frock, looked down on him 
from above, a knowing smile on her 
lips. 

A tiny colt in one corner hac been 
so cunningly imposed that it appear- 
ed, incongruously, to be standing in 
a formal parlor, ‘while the people 
showed no apparent concern regard- 
ing its presence. 

A young girl of ten or thereabouts 
was preening herself before a mirror, 
one of the generous, tall full length 
mirrors which stood out as a separate 
bit of furniture, independent of the 
wall. 

One could stand and look at this 
picture for half an hour and still see 
new details reflecting the life and 
customs and styles of that time. 

But when I took the picture apart, 
to clean the glass, I learned some- 
thing new. 

Fronie Hutchinson’s family had 
moved—and were in Laramie, Wyom- 
ing, in the year 1903. 

There was the proof, two copies 
of the “Boomerang” paper which bore 
on its masthead the legend ‘‘Founded 
by Bill Nye in 1881”. The papers were 
dated Jan. 3 and Jan. 15, 1903. 

Probably Fronie had changed her 
name by now, (if “Fronie” is a girl’s 
name) and the family had embarked 
on a new phase of its westward trek. 


At any rate, in this year of 1946, 


the picture has come to rest again, 
this time on the wall of the writer’s 
home. 

At the same sale was a western 
picture, in water color, of a Wyoming 
ranch showing two young deer in the 
background. The story was that these 
deer had been raised on the ranch 
and the artist included them in the 
picture. I wonder if “Fronie was the 
one who raised the deer? 
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There also was a picture of a young 
boy, an excellent pencil portrait, so 
good, in fact that I took it for an en- 
larged photograph until I removed 
the picture. Actually, I felt some re- 
luctance at taking that four year old, 
elegantly dressed child from the 
frame in which he had dwelt so peace- 
fully since, let us say, the nineties. 
He was from Wyoming, too. But the 
frame graces an oil pajnting now, 
and the stiff cardboard of the portrait 
makes backing for the painting, not 
to be seen again for—how many 
years ?—I am a vandal!

When we got a few ads with the 
words “all sales final” we looked 
askance at them, but let them go 
through to get some experience. We 
now announce that no phrases of this 
kind will be included in HOBBIES 
advertising hereafter. It doesn’t mean 
anything anyway. If yor misrepre- 


sented your stuff, it was a mail trans- 
action and you are amenable; there- 
fore if the buyer complains, we insist 
you take it back regardless of this 
statement in your ad. Our readers 
cannot be expected to have goods 
forced on them without redress. We 
cannot furnish you such a medium for 
advertising. 

It is the policy of all large success- 
ful mail order houses to take things 
back if they are not satisfactory. 
Montgomery Ward, Sears-Roebuck, 
and others built their business on that 
policy. Sometimes they are imposed 
upon, but the percentage of take- 
backs is so small that it is considered 
as part of the business, and that’s 
what you have to do if you are going 
to conduct a mail order business. 

Sometimes we have asked women 
why they buy at Marshall Field’s and 
pay more than they would, had they 
looked around for bargains. They in- 
variably reply that if they buy at 
Field’s and the merchandise is not 
satisfactory, they will take it back 
without question. Whereas if they 
went to exchange something at a 
cheap store, they would have a lot of 
quibbling, argument and unpleasant 
experiences. Field’s figure that they 
might also be imposed upon occasion- 
ally, but they estimate it as a part 
of the cost of doing business and find 
the policy pays heavily in the long 
run. It will pay you, too.

Harold Ickes wrote an article re- 
cently in a _ national magazine 
describing us as a “have not nation” 
and told how we are about out of iron 
ore, oil, and many other vital defense 
materials. What he said was true, but 
why didn’t he open his mouth and 
warn us of this before we got into the 
war?

The labor fellows are talking about 
their “take-home pay.” We said at the 
time it was crazy for business to be- 
come tax collectors. If the working 
people paid their income tax the same 
as the rest of us, they would learn 
‘what it means to give up a part of 
their earnings. As it was, and as it is, 
the employer is the goat. They don’t 
blame the Government for taking 
that money. They blame the em- 
ployer. The whole truth is they don’t 
want to pay their share of the war 
tax. If they did not want to pay 
taxes, why did they not open their 
mouths before we got into the war? 
Their object is to make the other 
fellow pay the taxes.

The following advertisement 
appeared in a Chicago daily newspa- 
per just fifty years ago. 

“Wanted: double-entry bookkeeper 
and stenographer; $8 a week to start’”’ 
In those days skilled men such as 

carpenters, plumbers, or printers 
made $15 to $18 per week. In these 
fifty years average wages have at 
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least doubled and perhaps tripled. 
Some have quadrupled. What will 
happen if the same ratio continues for 
another fifty years? Many now living 
can look forward to paying skilled 
men at least $175 a week, stenogra- 
phers $80 a week, truck drivers $100 
a week, and others in like proportion. 
Dollar bills will be used only as tips, 
and the printing presses will have to 
hum to print $50 and $100 bills which 
everyone will carry. 

If the cost of living rises in propor- 
tion, as it certainly will, what is going 
to be the end of all this? The cause 
of it is labor racketeers. If they are 
not curtailed, we must admittedly face 
this very situation. They must con- 
stantly agitate for higher wages and 
shorter hours with the resultant high- 
er priced goods in order to hold their 
jobs. If the time would come when 
labor would be satisfied and economy 
strike a balance, they still would have 
to agitate. Otherwise the unions would 
have no use for them and would not 
pay their $75,000 a year salaries 
which ‘are almost invariably paid to 
them in cash so that they can beat 
their income tax. The books of a 
labor union are not open, and who is 
going to prove how much they take 
out for expense in hiring gun men, 
strong arm boys, whiskey parties, or 
actual salaries? : 

The solution is to make their opera- 
tions unlawful and leave the manage- 
ment of the unions strictly in the 
hands of those who work and pay the 
dues. Limit the amount that can be 
collected for dues. However, we will 
never get those laws as long as poli- 
ticians think they must cater to them 
to get reelected. Politics is so much 
a profession these days that we may 
never again get a President who will 
look strictly to the good of the coun- 
try instead of spending unlimited 
money to buy votes to get himself re- 
elected. A single term would solve 
this. If we can change our basic law 
and give the President one six year 
term and make him ineligible for re- 
election, we will get much better gov- 
ernment. Mexico is making far better 
progress than we are under this plan. 
It would make the greatest difference 
in the world in civic management. Let 
a president be ineligible for reelection 
and he will become a statesman. How- 
ever, it is to a certain extent natural 
that he wants to be reelected. It is 
humiliating to be defeated, and he will 
stop at nothing to beat his adver- 
aries. In the various Roosevelt terms, 
he spent more money than all previous 
presidents combined, not in any sense 
for the good of the country, but purely 
to satisfy an inferiority complex 
brought about by the fact that he 
could not walk. Had he been able to 
function physically as other men, he 
could have thrown off that complex. 

The present system brings out eve- 
rything that is small in men. Where- 
as the simple expedient of the single 
term would bring out everything that 
is big in them.

mailed on February 27 to Secretary 
General Trygave Lie at London by 
Pitney-Bowes, Inc., originator of 
metered mail and world’s largest 
maker of mailing machines for busi- 
ness and government, whose factory, 
appropriately enough, is located here 
in the community chosen to be UNO’s 
permanent home. 


Thus the Post Office of the first 
“world state” may be the first in 
history to adopt a modern postage 
meter stamp (metered mail) before 
issuing the lick-and-stick variety. 


It accompanied a letter donating to 
UNO’s general offices the company’s 
latest postage meter machine which 
automatically stamps, postmarks and 
seals 175 letters a minute—for de- 
livery where and when directed; and 
with apologies for the “apparent pre- 
sumption of the English-language 
text” of the suggested stamp design. 


stamp collectors may 
wince, says Pitney-Bowes, but points 
out that 72 of the world’s countries 
and colonies now use some form of 
metered mail whose stamps are re- 
cognized philatelic items in their own 
right: and it adds that last year alone 
U. S. metered mail amounted to 
$200,000,000—a fifth of all U.S. Mail. 


Instead of diplomatically ducking 
the UNO site controversy, the com- 
pany welcomed “to our neighborhood” 
the organization “entrusted with the 
preservation and enrichment of the 
peace of the world”.

Great Britain Pages 


SOME OF the returned ground 
crew men who toiled long and hard 
in Great Britain, are really dis- 
appointed. Many were collectors. 
Many expected to be able to fill their 
Great Britain pages. Few did. Some 
said they never saw a stamp for sale. 
Natural, perhaps, for stamps burn 
easily,but we hope, the British saved 
the major portion of the enormous 
——— of firms in London and near- 

y- 

One dealer in New York openly 
boasts he has more British and 
Colonials than any single firm in 
Britain. That is rather peculiar. But 
he may have some, and the prices of 
any 19th Century copies will surely 
expose the quantity, the condition and 
the self advertising conversation of 
the dealer. Don’t be too hasty, the 
stocks in Britain will come out and 
they will be offered for sale. The com- 
parison you can make yourself. Of 
course, if you want to complete the 
plate numbers of the surface printed 
Victorians, that is something else. 

Remember that nine pence item the 
King sold for the benefit of the Red 
Cross or some Hospital? Some of the 
rarities still carry large value prices. 
New Topical 

Another topical comes up. Girl 
asks, “What is the longest “family 


tree’”’ shown in stamp portraiture? I 
am building family trees from 
stamps. It is fun and_ quite 
surprising.” 
So you have a new chance at 
“Topicals.” 


Study Interest 

From the coast a collector sends a 
folder advertising a new manual for 
the stamp amateur to use in “invest- 
ing” in stamps. Way down in the 
reading matter, which it is safe to 
say few will take the time to read, 
is a paragraph, perhaps true, perhaps 
distorted. 

It says “It has been told that an 
Imnrovised widow once gave her 
little grandson as a plaything, a book 
of stamns the value of which excec4ded 
$10,000.” We'll omit the balence. But 
who improvised the widow and how? 
Was the “book” a collection? Did the 
proofreader misfire on the value? 

And from there you could read 
back and get more laughs. And what 
has dilating on strange finds, ex- 
tremely rare and unusual finds, and 


such, got to do with “investment” or. 


the “improvised widow ?” 

It may be a nice book, a pamphlet 
of wise direction for executors and 
others. It may even be readable. But 
if we all “invest” for profit, what be- 
comes of the collector student, the 
collector expert and the casualty 
beneficiary, or the shut-in and the all 
too prevalent ill or disabled enjoyers 
of collecting and you could add the 
“topical” enthusiasts. That field 
grows daily. 

Better dream about your stamps 
and not about making money from 
them. The stamps are mind makers 
and educators. 


Perhaps a story to check into that 
idea. A casualty—recently hurt in 
Persia and returned to this area (the 
N. E. area) decided that his now en- 
forced sitting hours should at least 
be made profitable by stamp study. 
Always a collector, the urge to com- 
plete the stamps of Persia-Iran was 
natural. He has made discoveries. He 
has found a source of covers that 
prove use of the material that was 
dropped or listed tentatively and he 
has shades and similar things that 
are also unlisted, some maybe un- 
known. Sometime he may sell his 
duplicates, but in the face of the shut- 
in life he leads, he says he prefers 
study. You can’t blame him much. But 
if he were “investing” he’d likely 
never have found the study interest. 
He says it saved his mind. Do the two 
balance? Is not the sick man’s study 
better for him than dreams about un- 
likely and impossible investments ? 
Kiloware Boxes 

The “Kiloware” boxes sold by 
European Governments are beginning 
to trickle thru again. There is some 
legal and legislative jam in one coun- 
try about this stuff, which is put up 
by the Governments of several coun- 
tries. Even the lawmakers were al- 
most ready to burn one accumulation 
by legislature directive, because they 
discovered that someone was doing a 
little fancy sorting and fixing before 
putting on the lead seal and storing it 
for sale. We have not heard the whole 
story, maybe will not. But just be- 
cause this material is productive of 
considerable assortment and also be- 
cause from it may be obtained paper 
and shade varieties, it is popular. 

Finland has been out of the collect- 
ing eye for sometime. A recent check 
up on such boxes produces a query. 
Finland stamps are usually clean, well 
centered, and lightly cancelled, so it is 
a favorite. The item listed in Scott as 
No. 167—1.20 M crimson—(30 cents 
mint and 25 cents used) seems pe- 
culiarly absent. Recent checkups turn 
out but a single stamp in a total of 
maybe 2,000 items and this a low and 
intermediate value. Explanation would 
seem to be likely, but before we get 
it, the price seems silly. If it so un- 
common, the price here should be at 
least what it is in Europe, and a note 
of explanation wouldn’t hurt the feel- 
ings of collectors.

Hawaiian Invasion Money 

In answer to the many inquiries 
about the Hawaiian paper money we 
quote from a government pamphlet 
issued by the Treasury Department 
under date of March, 1945. 


After the attack on Pearl Harbor, 
Hawaii became a danger spot in our 
defenses, and we could not be blind 
to the possibility that the Japanese 
might attempt to invade the Islands, 
as, indeed, they evidently intended to 
do when we stopped them. at Midway. 
As a defensive measure, we intro- 
duced the Hawaiian dollar, which is 
simply regular United States cur- 
rency with the word “HAWAII” over 
printed in large letters. We exchang- 
ed all regular dollar currency in 
Hawaii for Hawaiian dollars, and we 
were then ready for the Japanese 
from the point of view of money. Had 
the Japanese conquered Hawaii, the 
distinctive Hawaiian currency would 
have made it possible to take appro- 
priate measures to prevent the enemy 
from using this currency to their ad- 
vantage. In 1943 and early 1944, the 
Hawaiian dollar was put to further 
use in the occupation of certain Jap- 
anese-held islands in the Pacific, for 
the convenience of our naval per- 
sonnel, since they operated in Pearl 
Harbor. More recently, since our suc- 
cesses in the Pacific have removed all 
danger of an invasion of Hawaii, we 
have discontinued issuing Hawaiian 
dollars and are gradually withdraw- 
ing these dollars from circulation by 
replacing them with regular currency 
as they are turned into banks.

A Necessity Coin 

One of the oddest coins coming out 
of this war is the “necessity” coin 
of Panama. And the strange part of 
it, it represents a home-front necessi- 
ty instead of that of the war fields. 
An Exchange (name not available— 
apologies) says:— 

Balboa, Canal Zone. One of the 
little known results of the war is the 
practical disappearance of a novel one 
and one-fourth cent coin of Panama 
which came into being due to a 
curious practice of local Chinese gro- 
cerymen. This fractional coin has 
become extinct because of the 
souvenir-collecting proclivity of 
American servicemen, hundreds of 
thousands of whom have came to the 


Isthmus during the past four years. 
The cuartillo (so-called because it is 
that fourth part of a nickel) was 
forced into circulation by the Chinese 
neighborhood grocers of Panama. 
These shop-keepers, in the years 1930 
to 1940, catered to customers with so 
little spending money that they 
couldn’t spend a media (2-% cents) 
on a single purchase. Therefore the 
Chinese used scraps of paper with a 
Chinese symbol to indicate a credit of 
1-% cents. The custom not only exist- 
ed, but it grew, and the government, 
to combat this illegal currency, issued 
the cent-and-a-quarter piece in 1940. 
The servicemen, augmented by mer- 
chant seamen, have swept this coin 
from the tills and even the banks of 
Panama. But, perhaps it is just as 
well. Due to the increased cost of 
living on the Isthmus today a 
cuartillo would not purchase any- 
thing, even if we had one.

Collectanea 

A Double-headed eagle is pictured 
on many Russian, German and Aus- 
trian coins. The double-headed eagle 
was in use among the Byzantine 
emperors to indicate, it is said, their 
claim to the empire both of the East 
and the West. It was adopted in the 
fourteenth century by the Germans, 
and afterwards by the Russians.

Coming and Going. Willow leaf 
money of Burma is used for marital 
tying and untying; when the young 
man marries he pays the bride’s par- 
ents some _ willow-leafs for the 
privilege, and when and if he divorces 
her he again pays the wife’s parents 
some more willow-leafs for that 
additional privilege.

- Arm Guards. In Kurdistan, coins 
were made in the form of arm bands. 
In war times the natives would slip 
the coin bands on their arms, not only 
to more easily take their wealth with 
them in case of flight, but to protect 
their arms in fighting.

1946 Retail Catalog 

WAYTE RAYMOND has done a 
good job with his 1946 catalog of 
coins. The catalog itself is a hand- 
some 4to. of 212 pages, cloth-bound 
and sells for three dollars. Consider- 
ing the contents the price is 
moderate. It is his eleventh edition. 
It starts with the Colonial and Con- 
tinental coinages and ends with tables 
of U.S. Mint reports. 

The 1776 Fugio dollar in silver is 
listed at $2,000, the one in copper at 
$350. The pewter ones run from good 
to fine, the latter at $35. The un- 
circulated ones are worth much more. 
The Pine and Oak Tree coins are 
listed up to $40 apiece, but not in un- 
circulated condition which causes 
them to be worth more. 


In small cents the 1856 in proof is 
now lifted to $185 per coin. Goodness 
knows that up to about 1925, $15 
was the price of a proof 1856 cent, 
recording come advance since then. 
The 1861 cent has got to $8.50. The 
1864 with L very fine is listed at $15. 
the uncirculated one $25. Proofs of 
this are almost unknown. This cent 
is listed for all it is worth consider- 
ing its rarity. 

The 1869 uncirculated is listed at 
ten dollars. 1871 is listed for $10 the 
1872 at $15. Both are rare and worth 
this money. 1914 D is listed at $8.50. 
when uncirculated. 

The 1909 S. Indian is listed at $15 
very fine, and $25 uncirculated. The 
1909 S with VDB is listed $12.50 and 
worth it considering the small num- 
ber which turn up or are offered 
today, although formerly this coin 
was rather common, in the days of 
few collectors. 

The 1873 two-cent piece proof is 
listed at $40, while the 1864 small 
motto goes to $35. It sold for 25 cents 
to $2.50, 25 years ago. How prices 
change! The 1913 S. Buffalo nickel 
uncirculated, is listed at $15, the 1885 
a head $20 to $25. It once was 
1 


The 1918 over 1917 Buffalo nickel 
is listed at $135. The 1919 S or D. 
each $15. There are many other 
nickels listed for big prices, which 
collectors are familiar with. The 1927 
S, uncirculated, is quoted at $35. The 
worn ones only $4, a difference, 
indeed. 

Early half dimes are selling for 
full list price. An 1805 was sold re- 
cently for $100, and it is only fine. 
Raymond lists the very fine at $100. 
a conservative price for this rare 
item. All busts types uncirculated, are 
now listed at $2 per coin and worth 
the price. The early U. S. Dimes are 
also selling for full list price today 
or over. Raymond lists a very fine 
1796 at $50. It has sold up to $80 at 
auction, in that condition. The neigh- 
boring rarities also are bringing full 
catalog value at sales. 

In Dimes, Raymond lists 1894 S at 
$1500. It has sold for more than 


$2,000, recently. Raymond keeps the 
rare 1877 and 1878 twenty cent pieces 
within reason at $30 and $27 a coin. I 
believe both prices have been exceed- 
ed recently in sales. 

The 1796 quarter doller has jumped 
to $60 for fine. Proofs sell now about 
$100. One type of quarter, 1916, is 
listed for $65 when uncirculated. The 
writer got a roll of 1932 S. quarters 
at the time of issue, at face. They are 
now listed at $7.50 uncirculated, by 
Raymond that is per coin, not per roll. 

The 1794 half dollar remains “fine” 
as before at $40. It is rare and worth 
more, I think. The 1796 and 1797 
halves are listed rather low. I know 
one dealer who has a proof 1797 he 
asks $1100 for. He usually gets 'what 
he asks, too. 

The 1794 dollar, very fine, is listed 
at $500. Other early dollars could 
stand some advance in list prices, as 
they are below the market. Some of 
the early common dates have re- 
registered records over $100 in the 
last year or so. Raymond either does 
not list the big rarities in silver 
dollars or else prices them too low, in 
my opinion. 

The demand is far greater than the 
supply of fine coins in dollars. And 
prices are bound to increase. The 1794 
has a sale record of $2,000 so the fine 
and very fine should bring far more 
than formerly. 

The proofs of 1851, 1852, and 1858, 
are listed far below legitimate re- 
cords made in the last six months. A 
good many late date dollars and mint 
marks are marked up well as to price, 
in this new catalog. In commemora- 
tive halves the Panama Pacific is 
listed $17.50, while the common 
Lincoln is up to $3 quite a difference 
from formerly when they sold $75 
per 100. 

The Missouri Centennials are $25 to 
$35 apiece. The Grant with star is up 
to $65 and probably worth the price. 

Fort Vancouver is listed at $15, 
Hawaii at $27.50. The writer has had 
many at $4 and $5 a coin. All in all, 
the commemoratives, in both silver 
and gold, have kept pace with other 
advances. The list prices of $6.50 for 
common gold dollars bid fair to be far 
exceeded soon. They are bringing, any 
date $7.50 to $8 at auction right now, 
and will go to ten dollars in the near 
future Raymond’s prices on early 
quarter eagles keep conservative. It is 
only the small demand, due to rarity, 
for the earliest dates which keep their 
price within reason. They are all far 
more rare than collectors suppose. 
Many collectors have a limit they 
will pay for a quarter eagle, It is 
usually under $25. This means there 
are a good many they will never get 
for their collections, hunt and save 
them up as they may. 

Three dollar gold pieces are bring- 
ing list prices or over. They are our 
rarest U. S. gold coins. I see hardly 
a date or mint ‘where collectors are 
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not paying list prices or over. for 
these coins today. The same might 
be said of the early half eagles up to 
1818 The early eagles are kept in 
better line with current prices and not 
selling for more than list as a rule. 
Private gold coins are bringing big 
prices, particularly the slugs. and 
they are well listed and up to date. 
He lists Shults & Co. $5 at $1200. I 
sold one in 1929 for $3500. He bases 
his prices on records made since then 
as a rule, and there have been records 
of $1100 or so in the last ten years 
for this rarity. 


Many fine patterns are illustrated 
and listed but not priced, These coins 
are coming into their own. Very re- 
cently a dealer paid over $4,000 for 
some pattern coins. All in all this is a 
very fine catalog of the greatest use 
to collectors.

Ohio Collector 
Receives Honor 


Dr. M. Forwalter, Ohio dentist and 
coin collector, was appointed by 
President Harry Truman as a member 
of the Annual Assay Commission 
which met at the United States mint 
in Philadelphia in February. ~

Forwalter is the second Ohio man 
ever to be appointed to the commiss- 
ion since its origin in 1793. Robert 
Wilson, Lima councilman, was the 
first Ohioan appointed in 1945 by the 
late President Franklin D. Roosevelt. 


The commission, one of the oldest 
institutions of the goverment, has 
been meeting annually since the time 
of George Washington, 


Its function is to make tests, with 
reference to weights and fineness of 
certain coins which have been reserv- 
ed by the mints throughout the 
preceding year. 


The commission meeting, which 
comprises 10 persons, is appointed by 
the president.

They Were Mexican Dollars 


A clamor for more information 
about the silver dollars in the flooring 
of the old Palmer House barbershop 
has brought the following footnote 
from that hostelry’s public relations 
department: 


When the hotel ‘was opened in 1873, 
the barbershop was a_ concession 
under the management of Col. W. S. 
Wooden. He decorated the floor of his 
shop with American dollars. A vet- 
eran employe of the Palmer family 
states that these coins numbered 825. 


Three years later (1876) the federal 
government passed a law which pro- 
hibited such use of the coinage. The 
American dollars were then pried out 
and were replaced with Mexican dol- 
lars. After these coins had been worn 
smooth they were replaced by a fresh 
collection, also Mexican. Years later 
(no date given) the silver dollar floor- 
ing was replaced by tile.

Dear Father. 


A Package came by express 
today from Washington containing 
two presents from Col. Colt (the 
revolver man), one for mother and 
one for you. Yours is a large horse- 
man’s pistol (revolver) in a fine 
case. 

Mother’s is a book. On the back 
it has “Colt on the Constitution, 
Higher Law and Irrepressible Con- 
flict,” “Dedicated by the author to 
Mrs. Howell Cobb.” On the inside 
is a pistol case containing a fine 
ivory handle revolver and in the 
handle is engraved “To Mrs. Howell 
Cobb from Col. Colt.”

The foregoing letter is excerpted 
from the Annual Report of the 
American Historical Association for 
the Year 1911, Volume 11, a report 
that dealt with the correspondence of 








Robert Toombs, Alexander UH. 
Stephens, and Howell Cobb. All three 
of these men had been prominent in 
American political life up to 1861, 
when they seceded from the Union 
along with their native Georgia.

A Chapter in the 
LIFE OF JOSEPH MANTON 


(This concludes material from the 
“Principles of Gunnery,” by a Mr. 
Robbins, published in 1744) 


(See January HOBBIES, page 113) 


That concluded the extract from the 
letter that Major Blomefield had written 
the Duke. Evidently Mr. Manton had 
not given Ordnance quite enough infor- 
mation to enable them to proceed without 
him. The Rev. Daniel then proceeds. 
“Mr. Manton finding that the Duke of 
Richmond wished to get everything into 
the Hands of Ordnance previous to pay- 
ing or giving Security for the Payment 
of the 500L., or signing the Contract for 
his supplying the Cups and rifling the 
Cannon wrote for answer:* 


LONDON, Sept. 23, 1791 
“My Lord Duke, 

“IT hope your Grace will forgive my 
taking so much time to reply to your 
Grace’s Letter of the 15th Instant, which 
I have very maturely considered, and am 
under no doubt that my Inventions for 
rifling and loading Cannon must be of 
the utmost Importance to Government; 
and humbly think that I ought to be 
benefited in some Degree of Proportion 
to the Advantages that Government will 
derive from them. If a Patent is not 
taken out, the Secret may be reserved 
to Government, and I am ready to make 
a complete Discovery, and assign my 
Right in the Inventions for a valuable 
Consideration. Whether that Considera- 
tion should be a specific Sum, or an 
annual Allowance for 
Operation of rifling, and a Contract for 
supplying the Cups at the Prices given 
in, I must submit to your Grace’s Con- 
sideration. 

“But, until something is settled re- 
specting my Reward for Inventions that 
must prove of such great Worth and 
Utility in the Ordnance Department, I 
hope your Grace will not be displeased, 
if I decline giving any further Informa- 
tion relative to my Cups: for upon the 
critical Formation of them depends the 
true Direction of the Shot. And I am 
much hurt to find that some Cups have 
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already been made in the Laboratory at 
Woolwich in imitation of mine, which for 
want of that critical Formation are liable 


to disgrace my Invention. The Principles 
of the Machine for rifling Cannons, and 
the Mode of using it, I must also beg 
Leave to retain in my own Breast for 
the present. Nor can I with any Pro- 
priety, or Justice to myself, consent that 
the Gun I have rifled should be used, 
or the Cups made at the Laboratory at 
Woolwich. And I rely upon your Grace’s 
Honour that no undue Advantages are 
taken of the open manner in which I 
have acted in this Business. 


I have the Honour to be, 
My Lord Duke, 


Your Grace’s most obedient 
and very humble Servant, 


JOSEPH MANTON.” 


This closes the published corre- 
spondence upon the matter but the 
author goes on to say. “Here the 
matter closed with the Duke of Rich- 
mond. It is to be regretted that so 
valuable a Discovery should have re- 
mained lost to this Country, involved 
as it has been in War almost ever 
since the above Period. The Annoy- 
ance which Artillery worked in this 
manner must be to an enemy, re- 
quires but an Examination of the 
targets, to satisfy the most obstinate 
and incredulous of its decided Super- 
iority and Usefulness; and the Sav- 
ing in the Powder is of singular 
moment, especially when it is proved, 
that the Balls from the Rifled Gun, or 
even with a Plain Gun loaded with 
the Cups penetrated farther into the 
Butt than a Gun loaded in the com- 
mon way with One Third More 
Powder. The Expense of the Shot is 
likewise to be taken into the Account: 
every Ball that misses its object is 
absolute Waste, and the Target again 
forcibly recommends the Practice of 
the Cup and the Rifle.”

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Indian Lore; Ancient and Otherwise

IT OCCURS to us that the “fake 
maker” has an idea that “queer,” 
“freakish” and unartistic” so-called 
Indian relics, fashioned from flint and 
other workable stone, should appeal 
to the legitimate collector and student 
of prehistoric material. Yet these ob- 
jects and artifacts that we have 
personally examined and the illustra- 
tions and photos of others we have 
viewed, even on the face of the speci- 
mens themselves, appear as nothing 
but spurious implements. Yet some of 
this work is exceptionally good, but 
most is rather crude; the majority 
of the items are fashioned from 
genuine arrow and spearheads, while 
others are hammered and flaked ont 
of the natural stone. But the “cheek- 
iest” part of the whole “offering’ is 
the ‘“‘stupendous” price that these 
“counterfeiters” ask for such speci- 
mens. We are informed that in some 
states laws have been enacted to deal 
with this class of “sucker-seekers”— 
and now and then we read in the 
press where these fellows have been 
caught-up with and have had to an- 
swer to the law for their nefarious 
practices. Keep your eyes open and 
your purse closed to these alluring 
“oddities”—it is far better to miss 
possessing such fakes (except for 
comparison) than to be “gypped” out 
of your hard earned cash. 





In the early 40’s Missouri enacted 
a compulsory military training law, 
but same was repealed in 1846, after 
the need of such an organization had 
disappeared. The major need of such 
troops was to defend the communities 
against Indian attack, but also pro- 
tection from outlawry, horse thievery 
and the usual frontier lawlessness.

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Bookworm’s Paradise 


The death of Jerome Kern, a com- 
poser in the great tradition of Ameri- 
can popular music, recalled his repu- 
tation as a collector of rare books and 
sent this column in search of the re- 
cords of his fabulous auction sale in 
1929. The catalog of that achieve- 
ment in the high finance of the liter- 
ary world has become a rare item, 
over which bibliophiles have been 
groaning ever since. “What infla- 
tion!” they moan. “Such prices are 
ridiculous.” Nevertheless, that epi- 
sode represents every book collector’s 
dream of personal bliss, and smoke 
gets in their eyes when they think of 
Kern’s luck—or shrewdness—in kiss- 
ing his babies good-by at the top of 
the market. 

The total value of the sales tickets 
at the close of the Kern auction was 
$1,729,462.50. This was a close sec- 
ond to the national championship 
mark, established by the sale of the 
Robert Hoe collection. Total items 
sold, 1,482; average price per item, 
$1,167, a record which still stands. 

Kern’s collecting was largely in the 
field of English literature, with em- 
phasis on “association” items. A few 
details of the final bidding, with 
Kern’s purchase prices in brackets, 
will illustrate the didos of that glad, 


mad day among the bibliophiles, just 
before the greatest boom in history 
became the saddest depression: 
Shelley’s “Queen Mab,” with manu- 
script revisions, $68,000 [$6,000]. 


“Tom Jones,” first edition, $29,000 
[$3,000]. 

One hundred and thirteen Dickens 
items, $252,540 [up from 300 to 500 
per cent]. 

But there is a catch in this story, 
for it is too good to be quite true. 
The stock market crashed before 
many of the purchasers, whose credit 
was excellent at the time, had settled 
their accounts with the auctioneer. In 
such cases, according to “American 
Book Collectors,” by Carl L. Cannon, 
“the full amounts bid were never col- 
lected.” —“A Line O’Type or Two,” 
Chicago Tribune.

parents. I cut their picture from a 
snapshot and pasted it on a large 
smooth upholstery tack, cutting it 
enough smaller than the tack to leave 
a border on all sides. The pin part 
acts as a back rest and these tacks 
make very good picture frames. 

On the dresser beyond the table is 
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a photograph of my husband, a string 
of tiny pearls, two cut crystal bottles 
made of beads, a vase of flowers, a 
flashlight and a clock I made from 
part of some ten cent store cuff links. 
Unfortunately these last articles are 
back of the table lamp and can’t be 
seen. 

The dresser in the right corner has 
my picture, a lamp, a small alarm 
clock, whisk broom and hair brush.

The bone cells are filled with agate 
and jasper in clear red and brown 
color. It now lies in the Museum of 
Natural History in Cincinnati, Ohic. 


Bill has also found gastroliths (giz- 
zard stones), associated with the 
dinosaur bone. These are very hard 
stones picked up by the reptile to 
masticate his food much as a chicken 
does. Most stones are about as large 
as an average size hen’s egg. They 
are found in various colors and have 
a high, glossy polish, 

Bill Little first became interested 
in gems and stone cutting several 
years ago while he worked as a gold 
and silver miner in the rich lode 
mines of the La Plata mountains. It 
was during this time that he met his 
wife, then Miss Olga Schaaf, who was 
the first and only woman pack-train 
operator to carry supplies and ore 
to and from the mines, notably, the 
famous old Neglected Gold Mine. 

There were 21 horses and burros 
in her “string,” and often they trav- 
eled over winding trails on top of 
ten feet of hard packed snow, where 
one misstep would send the heavy 
laden animals floundering down the 
mountain side, or bury them in tons 
of soft, wet snow. 


Mrs. Little is the only woman who 
has ever been invited to attend the 
rousing Hard Rock Miners’ conven- 
tion and famous Sow-belly Dinner 
held in Denver every January. 

She is an ardent rock hunter, too, 
and likes all strenuous outdoor activi- 
ties, yet her home is a pleasure to enter 
and is as modern as it is possible to 
make it. Their electricity, and Bill’s 
power for his shop, is generated by 
a 22-volt wind charger. The yard is 
neat with lawn and flowers. Petrified 
wood specimens line either side of 
the cement walk. 

The Little homestead is a grand 
surprise as you top the rocky ridge 
prior to dropping down into the nar- 
row La Plata canyon which leads to 
the ghost towns of May Day, Parrot 
City, and La Plata City, as rip-roar- 
ing and wide-open old town as ever 
enriched the West! Nineteen men 
who “died with their boots on!” sleep 
in the little canyon cemetery, while 
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their shacks of rusting iron stand va- 
cant-eyed and forlorn, overgrown 
with brush and vines. 

Bill’s semi-precious gems _ are 
mounted mostly in silver, fashioned 
by local silversmiths- Some of his 
nicest work has been done by an In- 
dian woman of New Mexico, whose 
American name is Mildred. Shé works 
in her own hogan where she lives 
with her family of four children. Her 
husband, is a G. I. Joe, and will take 
up his trade of silversmithing on his 
return. In the meantime his wife, like 
her white sisters, carries on his work 
in his absence.

MOSSES 


If you are looking for a hobby field 
that is not crowded, yet one which 
may bring you the distinction of be- 
ing one of the leading authorities in 
the country on a subject, try moss 
collecting. 

That is what happened to Dr. 
Geneva Sayre, young assistant pro- 
fessor of biology at Russell Sage 
College, Troy, N. Y., who keeps the 
mailman busy delivering tiny parcels 
from all varts of this country, Canada 
and Alaska. 

You’ll find Dr. Sayre in her office 
writing a scholarly monograph about 
the Grimmiaceae family for the New 
York Botanical Garden. Or she may 
be typing a letter to an amateur moss 
collector—scientifically known as a 
bryologist—in California telling him 
the correct name of a moss specimen 
which he has submitted to her. 

Take her correspondent in Canton, 
Me., for instance: 

Dr. Sayre gets a letter every couple 
months, with a specimen enclosed, 
from this amateur bryologist. She

has never seen him, but through her 
long correspondence with him, she 
knows quite a bit about the man. 

She knows that he is 82 years old 
and that he doesn’t mince words. Be- 
cause of the rugged weather the Can- 
ton bryologist carried on his hobby 
from indoors last winter. “My stamp- 
ing ground this winter is my wood- 
box I have found a few very 
interesting things in it, and my son- 
in-law brings in pocketfuls from the 
woodlot,” wrote Dr. Sayre. 

The 82-year-old collector roundly 
insulted Dr. Sayre when he sent his 
first specimen a few years ago. 

“T have submitted these specimens 
to three so-called experts like your- 
self, so far, and they all call it 
something different. What is your 
guess?” the man wrote. 

‘I sent back a tart letter telling him 
the name of the specimen and also I 
informed him that I was not guess- 
ing,” Dr. Sayre recalled 'with a laugh. 
“From then on we have been great 
friends.” 

Moss collecting is not a crowded 
field. But apparently once you start 
you keep it up for life. Dr. Sayre be- 
came interested in mosses when she 
was a student at Grinnell College. 
She decided that she would specialize 
in this field. 

One of her professors told her that 
the best way to become an authority 
was to get acquainted with Dr. A. J. 
Grout, rated as the No. 1 bryologist in 
the country. Before long she was liv- 
ing in the home of Dr. Grout, his wife 
and family. This home was a log 
cabin-laboratory at Newfane, Vt. 

Her study has made her one of the 
leading authorities on the subject in 
the country. She is just now chiefly 
interested in the family Grimmiaceae, 
and more particularly the Genus 


Grimmia. She is preparing a mono-: 


graph of the Grimmiaceae for the 
New York Botanical Garden. She has 
a long list of contributions to such 
scientific publications as “The Bryo- 
logist,” “Journal of the Iowa 
Academy of Science,” and many 
others. 

She is among about ten bryologists 
in the country who have been invited 
to contribute sections of the “Moss 
Flora of North America’””’ and “North 
America Flora.” 

In Dr. Sayre’s case, there is only 
one other specialist in genus Grimmia 
in the country. He is out in Missouri. 
Dr. Sayre admits that studying moss- 
es is not quite as important “as work- 


ing on the atomic bomb.” Yet there . 


are many things to be said for 
bryology. 

Problems of evolution and geo- 
graphic distribution are illustrated in 
mosses just as clearly as in any other 
living organism,” Dr. Sayre points 
out. Because mosses are delicately 
sensitive to habitat, they reveal ex- 
actly the amount of acidity in the 
earth. 

“In fact,” Dr Sayre says, “show a 
bryologist a list of mosses from your 
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country and he can tell you what part 
of the country you are from, the alti- 


tude, the rainfall, the rockiness or 
muckiness of the soil, and what trees 
and flowers grow there.” 

Moss collection is a convenient 
study because specimens are small, 
easy to file and not subject to mould 
or rot. 

A letter she has from a Nebraska 
amateur expresses her thought that a 
bryologist will never enjoy the fame 
of an atomic bomb scientist. As he 
sent in his first specimen to be identi- 
fied, he wrote: 

“T must state that here in Nebraska 
the general attitude is that bryology 
is all right for sentimental ladies and 
poor preachers—you see how I am 
classified.” 

On the other hand there is the com- 
ment of a reviewer of one of Grout’s 
books who said, “There is no reason 
why the thousand who take to the 
country with their field glasses every 
spring should not add to their dis- 
coveries by looking where  thev

STOKES Coat-of-Arms 
By MABEL LOUISE KEECH 





SHIELD AT HEAD OF STOKES PEDIGREE 


Yes—this is an odd looking Coat-of- 
Arms—ferocious—isn’t it? But when 
a lion is facing you, or “guardant,” 
he is there for your protection, not 
for you to fear. 

In Stanshawes, county Gloucester, 
Engiand, is a great pedigree of the 
Stokes family, and according to J. 
Lemacka Stokes, compiler of The 
House of Stokes, it is “about three- 
fourths of a yard wide, and four and 
a half yards long, composed of skins 
glued together. The arms amount- 
ing to over sixty coats for different 
branches of the family, are well bla- 
zoned in color.” In 1623 the Stokes 
of Stanshawes registered a pedigree, 
and had “confirmed” to them this 
coat-of-arms—“confirmed” after 
many generations of use in the fam- 
ily. This drawing was at the top of 
the pedigree. 

The pedigree starts: 

“1. Sir Adam and Eva de Stoke. 

2. Of this pair was born Thomas 
Stoke of Seend, Wilts, in the 
reign of Edward III. 

8. Of him came Thomas Stokes of 
the same place, in the fifth year 
of Richard II., 1881. 

4, Next in line came John Stokes, 
of Seend also, Henry IV., being 
king. 

5. Thomas Stokes followed, of the 
same old family seat, in the 
time of Henry V. 

6. Then followed John Stoke, of 
same place, in the third year of 
Henry VI., 1425.” 


Note that only one son is given in- 


the pedigree, and this is the eldest. 
The others did not count so much— 
and I never thought this was fair! 
But, it was custom. One reason why 
so many “pedigrees” are not to be 
found, why there are so many miss- 
ink links, is because in the peerages, 
and other books registering families 
and Coat-of-Arms, the other sons, and 
the daughters, of the families are 
omitted — and because they did not 
have the inheritance that the eldest 
son had, they came to this country 
when it was being colonized, to start 


out for themselves. and make their 
own way without the aid of an in- 
heritance. Their names were there- 
fore dropped from the Old World re- 
cords: sometimes they changed their 
names so as to be independent in eve- 
ry way: and oftimes never gave their 
place of residence to be recorded in 
this country, because they wanted to 
cut themselves off entirely from their 
first home. 


The pedigree continues 12 or 138 
generations to Christopher Stokes Sr., 
then Christopher Jr.. who married 
Alice, daughter of John Parker, and 
whose son Christopher III. was in 
Virginia as early as 1629. 

Christopher III’s son William was 
his only son who had issue, and his 
son John was progenitor of the Caro- 
lina branches. Among these families 
were many noted for patriotic service, 
among them Col. John Stokes who 
served under Buford, in “Buford’s 
Massacre.” He was later elected Gov- 
ernor of North Carolina. 

Then there were the families who 
came into the central states along the 
shore. mainly New Jersey. Thomas 
and John Stokes, brothers, were well 
known business men in London. John 
remained in London, but Thomas came 
across and helped establish the first 
settlements in Gloucester Co., New 
Jersey, especially in Newton township. 

A Sarah Stokes came with a friend 
on one of the early boats from Bir- 
mingham, co. Lincoln, England, to 
New Jersey and later married Ben- 
jamin Moore. Moorestown New Jer- 
sey was named after him. Their 
daughter married a Lippincott, an- 
other early, and famous family of 
that state. 

Another interesting family was de- 
scended from Ranulf de Praers, Lord 
of Vil of Stok, near Chester, England, 
whose son William held a manor in 
Buckinghamshire in 1086. John of this 
family, born 1677, of Greensted, Co., 
Essex, England, was commanding of- 
ficer in the British Royal Navy. This 
line for generations followed seaman- 
ship in some form, John’s son Henry, 
of Epping, was a captain; his son 
William, born 1739 was merchant and 
ship owner in London, and married a 
Sarah Arnold. 

His son Thomas, (1765-1832) also 
a London merchant, was the founder 
of the London Missionary Society, and 
aided in fitting out the “Duff,” first 
missionary ship to the South Seas. 
Thomas came to New York in his own 
ship, in 1803, and became a clothing 
merchant there. He had married, in 
17938, Elizabeth Ann Boulter, of Low- 
estoft, Co., Suffolk, England. 

James Boulter Stokes, son of Thom- 
as, was a member of Phelps, Dodge 
& Co., and established the banking 
firm of Phelps, Stokes, and Co. He 
was also connected with the Ansonia 
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Clock Co., and Ansonia Brass and 
Copper Co. His children and grand- 
children, and “greats” have always 
been prominent in business and social 
circles in and around New York. 
‘Thus we could go on telling of 
many other families with this sur- 
name of “de Stoke,” Stok, Stokes, and 
so forth, but now we turn back to the 
old lion holding the shield that meant 
so much to the ancient family, and 
which finds its place in many a Stokes 
home in this land today. 
—)— 


COAT-OF-ARMS 


As we said, this picture was at the 
head of the pedigree, and is not of 
the usual type found framed on the 
walls of homes. The latter kind, if 
it had supporters of the shield at all, 
would have one on each side, it would 
have helmet and mantling, and per- 
haps a crest above. But the colors 
and symbol] of this Coat-of-Arms on 
the shield, are the original grant for 
the Stokes family in co. Gloucester. 
In Pembroke, the descendants of Peter 
de Stok, who came from Caen, Nor- 
mandy, in the time of King John, 
about 1215, bore the same Arms, but 
had a dove for a crest,—the crest of 
course, granted after the 16th century. 

Several countries have Stokes Arms 
registered that are the same-as this 
one except for the colors, then there 
were at least 10 more entirely differ- 
ent than these. 

The blazon of the one pictured here 
is: Sable a lion rampant double 
queued ermine, which, translated, 
means a black shield on which is an 
ermine lion with double tail, in ram- 
pant attitude. 

A very simple bearing, but full of 
meaning. Sable and ermine, both fur 
linings of royal robes signify nobility, 
with the added meanings of constancy 
for sable, and purity for ermine. The 
lion is always symbolical of service 
to his country, and deathless courage. 
Because the lion was granted to so 
many brave men, there had to be 
many variations in colors and pos- 
tures, and here, a double tail is 
granted to differentiate the Coat of 
this man Stokes from that of some 
one else who was due an ermine lion 
on a sable shield! 

So, Good-bye to the Stokes family 
for today, but perhaps some one will 
write in with some more information 
of interest—or—who knows?—with a 
correction.

OLD ALMANACS 


It is hard for us living in the twen- 
tieth century, with our morning and 
evening newspapers, and our radios, 
to realize that the almanac was the 
only reading matter that some of our 
grandparents possessed. 


Those who collect old almanacs tell 
us that they were almost second in 
reverence in the earlier American 
home, and particularly in the rural 
home, where news of the outside 
world trickled in slowly. Thus, the 
almanac was carefully preserved and 
some choice specimens are to be had, 
either in private collections or in book 
stores catering to the old in literature. 

Among the almanac devotees in the 
Middle West is Mrs. O. Andreas Gar- 
son, of Oak Park, a suburb of Chi- 
cago. Mrs. Garson explains to those 
who show an interest in her hobby 
- that some of those most eagerly read 
by our forefathers during the forma- 
tive years of our republic were pub- 
lished by Nathaniel Ames and Na- 
thanial Low. The earliest is from 
1756, and several date back to the 
18th century and use the old spelling 
of the word, “Almanack” on the cov- 
er. 


For many years, Mrs. Garson’s col- 
lection points out, these almanacs 
continued to be the only timely pub- 
lications of the rural American dur-

ing the entire year. The calendars 
which they contained, were of course, 
in demand, and the medical advise 
was helpful when no doctor was avail- 
able at a moment’s notice. 


One of the almanacs published in 
1777 contains the stirring thought 
that “this is the first year of Amer- 
ican independence.” Another of 1789, 
reminds us of the year of Washing- 
ton’s first inauguration. In 1791, 
Abraham Weatherwise printed an 
almanac which had a crude woodcut 
of Washington on the cover, with the 
words, “Hail Matchless Washington.” 

Mrs. Garson’s almanacs of later 
date picture cartoons and timely il- 
lustrations on the cover. AS we go 
down the years in this collection we 
find the Whig Almanac of 1835, fol- 
lowed by Poor Richard’s Almanac of 
1836. The Anti-Slavery Almanac of 
1840 has a companion volume in the 
Harrison Almanac of 1841. The year 
1842 is represented by the Davy 
Crockett Almanac. There is the Lib- 
erty Almanac of 1847 and the Rough 
and Ready one for 1849 in which 
Major General Taylor and the Mexi- 
can War are featured. In _ between 
these years, there are, of course, 
other timely editions. 

In fact, an almanac collection can 
go right down the years to our pres- 
ent time. For one who is seeking true 
Americana, our own almanacs are a 
rich field.

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effect of tile. The braided rug is blue 
and white, and the window curtains 
are white with blue ruffles. The cur- 
tain rod is a swab stick with a white 
bead on each end, and the pins on the 
tie backs are scalloped white thumb 
tacks. 

All of the bottles of different colors, 
shapes and sizes are beads. The hot 
water bottle hanging under the shelf 
at the right is made of clay and 
painted blue. In addition to the furn- 
iture, most of 'which we bought as a 
set, there’s a sun lamp. scales, and in 
the corner by the shower, a small 
electric heater. There’s even a crum- 
pled towel in the clothes hamper. 

A wall clock may be found over 
the door leading into the bedroom, 
and the scenes on the right wall over 
the bottles are from the ten cent 
store. The large one was a pin pic- 
turing an ocean with a ship under 
full sail, and the entire scene covered 
with a rounding piece of stiff cello- 
phane. The two small ones were but- 
tons, each having a very small ship. 
After the pin and button loops were 
removed the three pieces were glued 
to the wall where they add rather an 
unusual note to the room. 

The towels are edged with hand 
made lace, there is real bath powder 
in the little round box on top of the 
toilet, and the toilet paper holder is 
a small post from a kodak album. A 
piece of wire was run through this 
and bent to form a frame to hang on 
the ‘wall and the entire holder then 
dipped in white enamel. When dry, a 
narrow strip of tissue paper, pin- 
pricked for sheets, was wound around 
the holder. 

The little dot on the edge of the 
wash stand is a minute silver finger 
ring with a turquoise setting, made 
by an Indian at the Grand Canyon. 
The curling iron, safety razor, buffer 
and first aid kit are silver charms. 


We were determined to have a 
shower, but could not figure what to 
use for fixtures. Finally I silvered 
two scalloped thumb tacks for the 
handles to turn on the water, and for 
the spray, a nail was driven into the 
wall with the head slanted slightly 
down. Attached to this with clay was 
a very small nickle top from some- 
thing or other, (I keep all kinds of 
odds and ends for just such an occa- 
sion) and this was dotted with black 
enamel to resemble holes for the 
spray. 

The shower door was another prob- 
lem. We didn’t want a shower cur- 
tain, nothing but a door resembling 
glass would do. Real glass was too 
heavy and I tried stippling cellophane 
with paint, but it didn’t quite “hit the 
spot.” Then along came Christmas 
and we received a card with a panel 
of blue cellophane having a design in 
silver exactly like that on the walls. 
Right there I could see our shower 
door! After placing the correct size 
of the cellophane in a cardboard 
frame, the door was hung and our 
shower was complete, even to a small 
hook on the outside frame to hold 
pajamas and robe while in the shower.

Dr. Hu Shih, who is returning to 
his post as president of the University 
of Pekin, China, after spending eight 
years in America as Ambassador, is 
one of the world’s foremost collectors 
of match covers.
